Sir: On the 20th October, 1881, there was erected on 
the Thornburgh battle-field a block of gray Indiana 
oolite, 44 feet square, resting upon a base 6 feet square 
and 1 foot thick. The whole height of the monument 
above the masonry foundation is 6} feet. Its weight is 
about 10 tons.

OLD FOGY IDEAS ABOUT THE NAVY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sir: I see a bill has been introduced in Congress to 
light Hei Gate with electric light. It seems to me if 
they would only leave the gates open the Jight from 
the internal fires, provided there is such a ‘‘hell,” would 
be sufficient.

Should the 
rule to continue in the service the first 25, and dis- 
charge all others as recommended, be adopted? J think 
not. A mathematician requires everything to be de- 
monstrated before acting. ‘The first requisite of a naval 
or military officer is » prompt decision and action. I 
think an examination of records will show that the 
graduates of the Military Academy, and so of the Naval 
Academy, who had many demerits und passed low 
in their classes, proved in battle the most successful. 

I notice Admiral Jno. Rodgers has antagonized 
the instructions of the Signal Service with regard to 
time signals, and he is right. The observatories of all 
nations are looked to for the regulation of time, and are 
supplied with instruments that ensure correctness. The 
resolution introduced by Senator Anthony ameuding 
the law regulating retirements scems to me a good and 
just one. Mr. Jones, I see, has introduced a law regu- 
lating the appointment of sailmakers. Now the steam 
power is chiefly relied upon, it seems to me we have 
more sailmakers in the service than sre needed. A 
sailmaker’s mate, except on board the flagship, is all 
that is required in any of our squadrons, with one at 
each of our Navy-yards to boss the concerns. If young

OCEAN HIGHWAYS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sir: The subject of making the highways on the 
Atlantic more safe by adopting different routes or 
tracks outward and homeward for steamers was dis- 
cussed in 1854; in 1874. The Social Science Associa- 
tion in Boston, in connection with the Institute of 
Technology, appointed a committee, of which I had the 
honor of being chairman, for the purpose of advocating 
what Maury called ‘‘Ocean Lanes.” The Board of 
Underwriters of New York in 1855 published a pamph- 
let illustrating Maury’s tracks, and it was reprinted in 
1872 by Commodore R. H. Wyman, who introduced 
the subject in the following words :

Maury, of date January 8, 1855, the following words 
occur: * We have observed a suggestionin your letter to 
Walter R. Jones, Esq., of New York, proposing one route for 
steamers to go, and another to come, of which you cite our 
fellow citizen, R. B. Forbes, Esq., as the original author.” 
I have so ne doubts as to whether Mr. T. B. Curtis does not 
deserve equally with myseif the credit of the original sug- 
gestion. [ think he does, but I cannot find any proofs. 
Whether the suggestion came originally from Mr. Curtis or 
myself, and whether it was called forth by Maury’s writings, 
in which we both took great interest, is of no consequence 
now, and I only mention it in order not to claim exclusive 
credit for an idea which though only recently made the sub- 
ject of grave deliberation, ought to have occurred to all, and 
been acted upon long ago. 
Now that we have a steamer leaving Europe or North 
America on the Atlantic every five or six hours, no argument 
should be necessary, and no pains omitted to iaduce all to 
adopt the ‘‘ Maury Lanes.” One advantage in the lanes 
will be found in knowing, on board of a disabled vessel, or 
in boats from an abandoned vessel, when in the vicinity of 
the European tracks, exactly where to find relief. This is 
assuming that the party ia distress knows where he is. 
It is to be hoped that our worthy coadjator, Professor 
Peirce [deceased], now in Europe, will confer with parties 
interested in the adoption of Maury's Lanes, and briug back 
to us such information as will tend to iusure their adoption. 
In the mean time let passengers going to Europe give the 
preference to those who adopt them ; this will do more to- 
wards introducing them than any legislation or any action 
by scientific or social associations. 
In presenting this preliminary paper to the committee my 
principal aim has been to get at further material for the dis- 
cussion of the subject, and to induce those of my associates 
who have not studied it to do so, and give their impressions, 
in order that we may be fully prepared to confer with other 
associations, and especially with any commissioner who may 
be appointed under authority of Congress.

IN DEFENCE OF THE CHAPLAINS. 


Sir: In your issue of December 8 I notice (not havin 
seen it until now) an account of the trial, by Gene 
Court, at Fort Walla Walla, of Acting Hospital Stew- 
ard Henry H. Franklin for the publication of a letter in 
a New York paper containing ‘‘fulse statements to the 
discredit of the military service, its officers ant sol- 
diers.” It appears in the letter referred to that not only 
the Army in general is accused of certain things, but 
the chaplains in particular are branded with being 
‘* worthless,” etc. The honorable court in trying the 
case found the man guilty of ‘‘false statements, to 
the discredit of the military service, its officers and 
soldiers;” and it seems that the chaplains, who are 
among the “officers,” are left out in the cold to suffer 
under the charge of the said Franklin—that they are 
‘** worthless, etc.” Now, as one of the chaplains I am 
disposed to give the court credit with not having 
intended such a thing to be published to the country ; 
that it was simply an error, an oversight in their pro- 
ceedings. Surely the court did not intend to say that 
chaplains aie ‘‘ worthless,” as alleged. If that was 
their intention, and if accordingly they suffered it to be 
published to the world, then they are as inexcusable, to 
say the least of it, as the man was whom they tried for 
casting discredit upon ‘‘the military service, its officers 
and soldiers.” They have given it out to the country 
that all the members of the Army are injured but the 
chaplains, and they are not; have not had ‘‘ discredit ” 
cast upon them because they are just what Franklin 
says they are—‘‘ worthless.” If my logic is incorrect I 
am willing and ready to be corrected. 

But I do not assume that the court has intentionally 
done chaplains injustice. Perhaps it was thought that 
they are so far above reproach the statement in the 
letter could not do them any harm, and therefore was 
not of sufficient importance to require the attention of 
the court. 
And now—referring to the allegations contained in 
the letter which caused the man to be deservedl 
punished, and to any who may be disposed to spea 
unkindly and disparagingly of chaplains—I do not hesi- 
tate to say that Army chaplains are not, as a general 
thing, ‘‘ worthless.” Say that some, in times past, have 
been bad and worthless men, that is no reason why all 
should be looked upon and treated as such. There have 
been very many bad men in other arms of the service, 
but it would not only be unkind but grossly false and 
unjust to say that all are bad men and unworthy of 
confidence. Even to say, upon this hypothesis, that 
there are not in our Army, both among officers and 
troops, some as good men, in every particular, as can 
be found any where in civil life, would be absolutely 
false. Why not apply this principle in the case of 
chaplains? The truth is, as a body or class of men we 
are most shamefully abused. True, chaplaius have 
their faults in commun with other men. They do not 
profess to be angels. But their microscopic faults are 
too often magnified into things as big as the moon. 
These continual thrusts at them are getting quite 
threadbare. I believe the majority, if not ali of the 
chaplains, would be very useful and do a great deal of 
good if proper opportunities were afforded them. Then, 
instead of complaining of their inefficiency, try your 
utmost to open to them doors of usefulness; instead of 
looking continuously at the mote in their eye behold the 
beam in your own eye; in>tead of giving them the look 
of disdain give them the look of sympathy; instead of 
trying to do them harm act the part of the Good 
Samaritan and pour oil upon their wounds, raise them 
up and care for them, I believe a day of greater use- 
fulness for chaplains is about to dawn. I see the light 
already beginning toshine. Its rays are shooting out 
from the War Department and from the headquarters of 
departments, and ere long its fullness, perhaps, will be 
upon them. Let it come and come quickly !

It was only on the 27th, (the 
day of the battle), that “‘ they marched with him to the 
White House, were transported by water to James River, 
and were thus not engaged in the six days’ battle.” _Em- 
ory’s Cavalry went with Stoneman to the White House 
and Yorktown, and Emory was left there, outside of 
McClellan’s jurisdiction, without orders, by Stoneman, 
who went on to Washington; (his pleasant way of 
‘* participating in the Cavairy operations of the seven 
days’ battles during the change of base to the James 
River, June 26-July 2, 1862.” See Cullum’s Biograph- 
ical Register of the Engineers, etc. > 

On pages 136-7, is a long statement of occurrences ob- 
scurely connected. ‘In the interval, the movement on 
the James, determined on after the battle of Mechanics- 
ville, June 26, had been put in execution, Casey’s 
troops at White House had been ordezed down the Pa- 
munkey, via the York and James, to the new base on 
the latter river. All the material that could not be put 
on board the transports was burned; the engines and 
cars, some of the latter loaded with supplies, were 
put under a full head of steam and were run into 
the river.” According to this Casey had received 
these orders after June 26, or at any rate before taking 
away the protecting troops had destroyed the property 
very effectually. I repeat, what duty required these two 
brigades to be sent away the morning of the battle? It 
crippled the inadequate Cavalry force, and weakened 
Morell; and, ‘‘ The line was broken in, or near the cen- 
tre of Morell’s division,” (p. 134.) The only known ob- 
ject seems to have been to escort General Stoneman out 
of the military department. 

On page 134 it is stated: ‘‘ French and Meagher, of 
Robertson’s division, arrived on the field near dark. 
Their steady front restored the broken Union line, 
which fell back under fire of its own guns.” 

This sounds well, and winds up the action of the bat- 
tle with a pleasant flourish. 

But it is all uotrue. 

1. French and Meagher did not arrive on the “ field 
of battle.” 

2. The broken Union line was not restored. 

8. The ‘‘fire of its own guns” was directed exclu- 
sively into the rear of Union troops, who, far in front 
of the fresh brigades, on the edge of the field of battle, 
presented a ‘‘ steady front” to the enemy. 

The author writes, p. 134, as the exceptional case of 
the rout, ‘‘the Regulars and Zouaves,” on the right, 
“did not break, but brought up the rear in excellent 
order, quietly moving off the field.” 

I hope it is true ; but the regulars on the left, cavalry 
and artillery (who are studiously ignored, under cover 
of atwo-line deceptive mention of half a regiment)— 
what of them? After the infantry had disappeared, 
the cavalry advanced to support there batteries in a 
furious fire, and thus met the enemy fiushed with pur- 
suit—on our dangerous flank toward the bridges— 
struck him, too, with a desperate but saving charge— 
gave the enemy “apprehension of a rally, and Whiting 
sent back to Longstreet for reinforcements,” which the 
author, without reflection, quotes from Jackson’s 


report. 

Without this imposing demonstration, the Army 
Corps—within cannon shot of friends superior in num- 
ber to the rebel army—were in imminent danger of 
finding in Chickahominy, swamp and bog, a new Lake 
Thrasimene.

the school, the S¢. Mary’s was detailed for the purpose 
in 1874, and the school started under the superinten- 
dency of Commander R. L. Phythian, U. 8. N. Since 
that time there have been entered on board 850 boys, of 
whom 70 per centum have gone to sea, and 60 odd of 
these are officers of mérchant vessels. Boys tu enter 
must be between 15 and 20 years of age, robust, have a 
decided desire for a sea life, come of their own free will 
and consent of parents, also pay $35 entrance fee, 
bringing clothing to the value of $30 more, and provide 
themselves with all clothing except uniform, during 
their term on board, which is to be twu years. Only 
lads of guod character are taken, and as soon as they 
are found out to be§bad they are dismissed from the 
school at once. In no way is the ship made a reform 
— The city rations the boys and takes care of the 
ip. 





During the winter months the ship is in New York 


paid to teach such branches as will become useful to the 
boys when at sea. The sails are mended, or new ones 
made, and seamanship taught in all its branches, the 
boys all going to their homes on Saturday, returning on 
Monday mornings. During this time the boys become 
familiar with ship life and are of service when the 
cruise begins. From the senior class are appointed the 
petty officers. The cruise begins in the spring, the 
boys being watched and messed as on a vessel of war, 
but in no other particular does she resemble one. 


The crew consists of nineteen men all told, including 
boatswain, sailmaker, master-at-arms, cook, and stew- 
ards. This gives three seamen in a watch, one for each 
mast and the quartermaster at the conn. In bad 
weather the sailmaker and boatswain stand watch. 
Sail at first is carried with caution, but by constantly 
teaching each individual boy, they soon become so 
handy as to enable sail to be carried as long as any ship 
should carry it, and some splendid passages have been 
made to and from Europe. The senior class are given 
instruments to take sights, and instructed in dead 
reckoning, meridian alt., time sights, regulating chrono 
meters, and finding compass error, also in marking 
positions on charts and rules of the road. The board 
of experts at the fall examination are very particular in 
questioning the boys upon all these subjects. Each 
graduate is then given a certificate or diploma, which 
states his average in navigation, sailmaking, seaman- 
ship, handling sails, conduct, etc. He then is ready to

them in first class American ships. 

At first the school encountered opposition from many 
ship masters, who objected to having boys on board 
who had not come through the hawse hole, but this 
prejudice is scarcely noticeable now.

Mary's, coming close after the Mercury, was supposed 
to be reformatory, and respectable lads were deterred 
from entering. It is understood now that this is simply 
a nautical school. The school has done good service in 
bringing out a number of American boys for our 
mercantile marine, and these same could be depended 
upon, in case of need, in joining the service of the 
United States. It brings naval officers in contact with 
civilians, who otherwise would never know them, and 
thus diffuses information among the public regarding

SAN FRANCISCO ALARMED. 


A spgotaL meeting of the Chamder of Commerce, of 
San Francisco, was held, December 29, for the purpose 
of memorializing Congress to continue the survey of 
Alaske and to increuse our harbor defences. Professor 
Davidson delivered an interesting address on the re- 
sources of Alaska and the extensive forests and rich 
deposits of iron, coal and other metals which might be 
utilized if opened up by settlers. Lieut. Nichols, of the 
Navy, _was present, but for want of time he was unable 
to deliver an address. Colonel Julian McAllister, U. 
§. A., delivered an address on the need of heavier guns 
on our harbor forts. Memorials for the survey and the 
guns were adopted and the Chamber adjourned. 

Concerning this meeting the Daily Report says: 
** It is represented that one gunboat could hold San 
Francisco at its mercy and levy contributions as it 
chose. By all means let the harbor be defended. We 
do not know at what minute war may break out with 
Chili or England. While there is really no danger of 
war, the fact exists that San Francisco is in a defence- 
less condition and should war break out there would be 
no difficulty in the ships of the hostile nation cither de- 
slroying the city or levying ruinous contributions. 
Even a piratical craft properly armed could take in the 
city. Our harbor is one that can easily be put in a de- 
fensive condition, having great natural advantages, and 
the cost of putting if into condition to repel hostile at- 
tacks would be a mere song.” 








LIVERMORE AND RUSSELL MAGAZINE SYSTEM. 


Tue illustrations below show the general features of a 
magazine tested recently before the Magazine Gun Board. 

This magazine (shown at L, figs. 1 and 2) is mae to hold 
five cartridges side by side. It is fixed at the side of the 
‘* receiver,” projecting downward, and the cartridges are in- 
serted from the top, through an opening outside the receiver 
—an arrangement which allows the insertion of cartridges, 
even when the gun is loaded, without removing the 
magazine. 

A spring at the bottom of the magazine forces the cart- 
ridge upward, and keeps the top cartridge pressed against 
the breech bolt. When the bolt is drawn back, this cartridge 
is forced up by the spring until its flange overlaps the end 
of the bolt, and the latter, in moving forward, forces the 
cartridge before it. The cartridge thus passes through a 
second opening, which leads from the magazine to the re- 
ceiver, and thencv it is forced into the chamber. 

The opening for the insertion of cartridges is closed by a 
spring gate, which allows the cartridges to be pushed side- 

Fia. 3. wise into the magazine, but prevents 
their escape except through the re- 
ceiver. After firing, the cartridge 
shell is thrown out through the op- 
ening at the top of the receiver. 

To cut off the magazine, a stop is 
arranged to prevent the bolt from 
drawing back far enough to catch 
the flange of the top cartridge. The

loader, as the bolt cannot push the 
cartridges from the magazine.

in fig. 3), each containing the same number of cartridges as 
the magazine. To fill the magazine, one of the boxes is 
piaced on the mouth of the magazine, and the thumb or 
tinger, following down through the channel in the side of 
the box, then presses all the cartridges together sidewiss 
into the magazine, the box being opeued automatically by 
this operation. The box then drops off, and as it contains 
no spring, while it is of very cheap material, it may be 
thrown away. It forms no part of the magazine proper, and 
therefore it need not be made so strong as the ordinary de 
tachable magazine. 

The objects aimed at in the magazine, besides the neces- 
sary provision for rapidly emptying the magazine, are as 
follows : Safety from premature explosion ; ease in refilling 
the magazine ; preservation of the balance of the gun. It 
is thought that for the same rapidity of fire a small maga- 
zine which can be rapidly refilled is preferable to a large 
magazine, which adds greatly to the weight when full of 
cartridges and involves a great change of balance as the 
cartridges are drawn out, especially when, as is almost always 
the case with large magazines, the magazine runs along the 
barrel and the cartridges are placed end to end. 

It is evident that this magazine system is suited to many 
kinds of bolt guns now in use, and it requires no additional 
slide or lever to be worked by the bolt for releasing the cart- 
ridges or forcing them into the receiver. 

The bolt selected for the trial before the Magazine Gun 
Board closely resembles the Hotchkiss, or rather the Mauser, 
as it was thought dasirable to use a bolt of well known and 
approved construction, so that the trial might be limited as 
far as practicable to a test of the magazine system itself.

The bolt is operated by 
the handle DY. This handle 
is fixed toa pivot which pass- 
es through the bolt from top 
to bottom, terminating in 
half trunnions C’, which pro- 
ject above and below the 
bolt, as shown in fig. 1. The 
bolt being in the position 
here shown, the handle is 
pushed forward, without 
turning, thereby advancing 
the bolt until the pivot reach- 
es the point D’. Up to this 
point the ends C’ have moved 
in grooves cut in the interior 
of the breech frame. These 
grooves terminate in front 
in sockets at D’, which allows 
the pivot to turn and fur- 
nishes a bearing for the pivot 
ends ©’ to keep the bolt from 
being pushed back. A con- 
tinuation of the push on the 
handle, therefore, turns the 
pivot and sets the ends C” 
crosswise to the bolt, asin 
fig. 2.

G. O. 2, H. Q. A., Jan. 9, 1882. 

Publishes an amended paragraph approved by tho Secre- 
tary of War, of the General Regulations for the U. 8. Mili- 
tary Academy of 1877. 

The paragraph is No. 66, which provides that at the 
annual and semi-annual examinations the Academic Board 
shall, after examination, arrange the cadets of each class 
in order of merit, and decide upon their proficiency or de- 
ficiency in each study pursued by that class in the term pre- 
ceding the examination. 

The order then gives directions as to the action to be 
pursued under par. 66. 

Examinations are to be made by the Academic Board or 
its committees, for which purpose the Board shall be 
divided into two or three committees of as nearly equal 
numbers as may be convenient, The superintendent is 
charged with the arrangement of the committees, method 
of examination, etc. The superintendent may in his dis- 
cretion be a member of any one of the committees, and 
preside therein, otherwise the senior member of the Aca- 
demic Board present shall preside. Careful notes will be 
taken of examinations. The senior assistant in each de- 

artment of instruction shall be a member of the Academic 

ard and of the committee for the purpose of examining 
cadets. Records of committees are to be kept by officers de- 
tailed for the purpose. 

The Academic Board is to decide the question of pro- 
ficiency or deficiency by a vote of ayes and nays taken viva 
voce, or by ballot, as the Board may decide. 

The deliberations, decisions, etc., of the Academic Board 
and of its committees are to be confidential. At the close of 
each examination the Academic Board is to report to the 
superintendent, to be submitted to the War Department, the 
names of all cadets who are deficient in studies or discip- 
line, and the superintendent may at any time bring any 
cadet before the Board to be examined, and reported in like 
manner, if found hopelessly deficient.

liberal attitude on the part of Congress towards the Army, 
have, within this year, together with other no less potent 
influences, induced the promoters of a school for the J. 8. 
Army officers to at length carry out their long cherished 
scheme, 

The officers ordered to the school of application (one from 
each regiment of infantry and cavalry) have now all reported 
for duty ; the present garrison is therefore an exceptionally 
large one for our small Army, there being upwards of one 
bundred officers connected with the fort.

AN INTERESTING CASE. 


SEVEN or eight years ago, Congress passed an act referring 
to the Court of Claims the case of Daniel McClure, assista: t 
paymaster-general in the Army, who claimed to have been 
vnjustly charged with « deficiency of $33,843.04 existing in 
his accounts at the end of the war. This deficiency arose 
from the following sources: Money stolen by rebels, $289.05; 
money of McClure turned over to the Confederacy by the 
aesistant treasurer at New Orleans, $1,183.13; over-addition 
in balance sheet, $1,000; double credit on balance sheet, 
$967.08; charged as received from Major Hewitt, $1,432.48 ; 
charged as received from Major Stevenson, $25,000; charged 
as received from Major Hanna, $4,993 06. 

The case was according adjudicated by the Court of 
Claims. The counsel for the Government did not object to 
the first two items, amounting to $1,472.18, and accordingly 
the claimant is to receive the credit for them. This rednced 
the amount of deficit to $32,370.86. 

The third and fourth items were errors in his accourts. 
The brief of the claimant's lawyers on these points reads as 
follows: “Another item is the over-addition of an account 
yy Violland, his clerk, of $1,000. This was made by the 
clerk Violland, and McClure did not get the money. An- 
otber item is $967.08 internal revenue tax alleged to have 
been twice credited to him.” 

The argument of the lawyers for the Government was as 
follows : ** Claimant does not controvert as a matter of fact 
that there was an over addition of $1000, and that he credited 
himself twice with $967.08. I fail to see any justice, equity, 
or reasonable generosity in allowing him to withhold from 
the Treasury these moneys which a2 more carefal examina- 
tion of his accounts shows to be due from him. On final 
settlement of his accounts under bond of March 22, 1859, the 
accounting officers of the Treasury Department have charged 
him $1,000 for this overaddition. In the same account, 
May 31, 1861, claimant took credit for a short addition in & 
voucher for payments entered in a previous account. In his 
account stated March 31, 1860, he took credit for two similar 
short additions. In his account stated May 6, 1863, he takes 
credit for $1,000 short addition. In his account stated 
August 7, 1860, he takes credit for five similar errors. 

“To these credits claimed by him for short additions 
the accounting cfficers took no exception, but in settling his 
account they charge him with 32 clerical and mathematical 
errors exclusive of the $1,000 in dispute and give him credit 
for 17 similar errers. With none of these corrections does 
the claimant find fault. Inaccuracies like these do not im- 
pute fraud or theft to the clerk who made out his accounts, 
and with no more ro on the subject than is obtainable 
from the evidence, the rational presumption is that no frand 
on him war contemplated or accomplished by the clerks who 
attended to his affairs.” 

The Court held that the Government’s position was cor- 
rect on these two claims, and they remain charged against 
Paymaster McClure. 

e cases of Majors Hewitt, Stevenson, and Hanna are the 
main ones. The Government presented Paymaster McOlure’s 
receipts for the sums handed in by these officers. The oppo- 

connsel argued that Paymaster McClure never received 
them ; that his word as an officer of long standing and high 

ion ought to be taken; that he disbursed nearly 
100,000,000 for the Government ; and that there were cir- 
cumstances denoting irregularity in these alleged receipts of 
money. The Government argued that there was no irregu- 
larity in these cases which did not occur in many others, 
and none affecting Paymaster MvClure’s liability. It said 
that the annulment of the principal receipt, that of Steven- 
ron for $25,000, ‘‘ upon such evidence as the claimant has 
produced would opena very wide field for fraud, and would 
uire that every paymarter who wished to feel secure 
should call in witnesses at every payment, and in case the 
payee was too busy or his clerks too negligent to make the 
peogee entry, to keep his witnesses always ready to sustain 

e writtem receipt. 

The Court held that this was no satisfactory ground for 
assu. that Paymaster McClure did not receive the money 
for which he signed receipts, ‘and hence that there was no 
reason for allowing the credits thus claimed; and that

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue torpedo taken on board of Ericsson’s Destroyer to 
the Brookiyn Navy-yard for trial was lost by being buried 
in the mud. Tue continuanee of the experiment wus de- 
layed, therefore, awaitiug the arrival of a new torpedo, 
which was received this week. 

Tue Secretary of the Navy received an anonymous 
letier, with a bright new cent enclosed, which the writer 
desired to have placed to the fund fer the reconstruction 
of the Navy. The wricer signed himself ‘ Contributor.” 
It was hoped that the Navy Department at least hid 
ezcaped the annoyance of cranks, but this idea was rudely 
shocked by the receipt of this letter. : 

A RECENT brave act of Corporal Morris, of the U. 8. 
Marine Corps, deserves more than a passing recognition. At 
Villefranche, on Christmas night last, a naval prisoner 
named Blizzard (ordinary seaman), awaiting trial by Court- 
martial on board of the U. 8. flagship Lancaster, at anchor 
in the bay, broke from the guard and jumped overboard 
through a gun port. At the time the deck was crowded with 
sailors standing among the hammocks, and some of them 
who sympathized with the prisoner placed themselves in 
front of the port. Corporal of Marines John Morris at 
once pushed them aside and jumped after the escaped man 
without stopping to remove his clothing or equipment, which 
latter consisted of @ belt and a bayonet in a metal scabbard. 
At the end of fifty yards he overtook the deserter, who 
struck at bim. The plucky corporal succeeded in seizing 
him, however, and held him under water until he submitted, 
when be swam with him to the port gangway, not letting go 
his hold, and delivered him dripping oa the quarter deck, 
when he reported the circumstances to the officer on duty 
with the same soldierly rigidity and gravity that he would 
have maintained on parade.

LATEST FROM THE JEANNETTE CREW. 


Mr. Frevinauvysen, the Secretary of State, received, 
Jan. 12, the following telegram from our Charge d’Af- 
faires at St. Petersburg respecting the fate of the Jean- 
nette and her crew : 

‘‘ Danenhower aud five of the crew of the whaleboat 
arrived at Yakutsk on December 17. They are com- 
fortably lodged; and all wants are supplied. Melville 
and six men are expected soon. De Long and the crew 
of the first cutter had not been found on November 16, 
the last date from Boulorenga. It is reported that the 
Jeannette was caught in an ice pack October 1, 1879, 
and drifted with winds and currents till June last and 
was then abandoned. TOFFMAN.” 
A newspaper despatch of the same date from St. 
Petersburg says: Lieutenant Danenhower, with five 
sailors, has arrived at Yakotsk, via Vershutsk. The 
other six persons, with Engineer Melville, are expected 
to arrive shortly. Lieutenant Danenhower and his 
companions are comfortably lodged and have been sup- 
plied with necessaries. Money will be advanced when 
they desire to proceed on their journey to Irkoutsk. 
Captain De Long and the others with him had not again 
been heard from up tothe 16th of November, when 
Lieutenant Danenhower left Boulonenga. According to 
the statements of the men who have reached Yakoutsk 
the Jeannette was caught in the ice on the 1st of Octo- 
ber, 1879, and drifted until she was abandoned.

WORK FOR THE NAVAL COMMITTEES. 


Tue Navy at large is looking with hope to the new 
Congress, for favorable action on matters which are of 
various degrees of importance, but which if engrafted 
upon the statute Jaw will each, in its own way, benefit 
the service and the country. 

First and foremost of the duties that will devolve 
upon these committees, must be placed action upon the 
report of the Advisory Board. This report is so mode- 
rate in its demands upon the Treasury, is marked by 
so much common sense and conservatism, that it ap 
peals in a most marked way to the natural desire of 
the public to get the most for its money, and to fee) 
that the public interests will not suffer. From all parts 
of the country is heard the demand for a rebuilding oi 
the materiel, witheut which the Navy languishes, and 
for want of which the country may at no distant day 
be called upon to pay tenfold the sum asked for by the 
Board. 

The question of the acceptance or rejection of Coast 
ers’ Harbor Island as a naval training station will, iv 
all probability, be pressed fora decision. The claims 
of the rival New London station, already established. 
will be pushed to the front, and arguments pro and con 
will be hur'ed thick and fast. Naval officers themselves 
have not fully settled in their own minds which is the 
better place, snd some go so far as to argue that nc 
place is wanted. The opinion of those who have ex 
amined the subject with care is, however, strongly ip 
favor of some fixed headquarters, and the decision oi 
the Board appointed last winter, in favor of Newport, 
will undoubtedly have great weight. 

The subject of the status of midshipmen, who have 
passed six years of probation, and are waiting, witl 
hope long deferred, for that promotion which shali 
remove them from a position of tutelage to that of the 
bearers of a commission, also demands earnest 
attention. This matter has been not infrequently 
alluded to in these columns, as,one of great importance. 








The report of Rear-Admiral ©. R, P. Rodgers, upoo 


retiring from the superintendency of the Naval Acade- 
my, together with the bills introduced in Congress, 
have brought it again to notice. We ask of those gen- 
tlemen who have the shaping of our naval legislation for 
the next two years, earnest attention to this matter, and 
a careful perusal of Admiral Rodgers’ report. There 
are now some sixty midshipmen, who will average at 
least twenty-six years of age upon their promotion to 
ensign, and they are followed by over a hundred and 
twenty-five cadet midshipmen, the junior of whom can- 
not hope to aitain a commission for, at the very least, 
six years to come, and he will be very fortunate if it 
comes so soon under the present law. If the prospects 
of one so situated are of such a gloomy nature, what 
shall be said of those of the class that eatered this last 
fall? Nothing too strong can be said, and it is tobe 
hoped that something will be done to cut off this con- 
tinued accession of officers who are not needed. At 
the same time, the similar evil which is just beginning 
to be felt in the Engineer Corps will need attention. 
The outlook for the preseut cadet engineers at Annapo- 
lis is bad enough, but what will it be for the classes that 
will follow them, twenty-five in each, if nothing is done 
to check this constant accretion of unneeded men? 
The ranks need to be kept full, but not running over, 
and some adequate means of creating a flow of promo- 
tion must be evolved, if a proper condition of the 
Service is to be fostered. 

In this connection, the proposed reserve list, upon 
which officers may go voluntarily, on furlough pay, will 
doubtless be looked well into. And the proposition of 
our correspondent ‘‘ Midshipman” in the JourNat of 
December 17 is one also worthy of consideration. Such 
@ measure was tried when the list of lieutenant-com- 
manders was reduced, and met with some success ; and 
it might be worth while to try it again. 

The measure introduced by Senator Anthony, looking 
to the giving to retired chiefs of bureaus of the staff 
corps the pay of their relative rank of commodore, is un- 
doubtedly a just one. Why should it not, however, in- 
clude line officers, who while captains or commanders have 
been chiefs of bureaus? The iusertion of a few words 
would provide for this, and in that way the case of Capt. 
Whiting, late chief of the Bureau of Navigation, would 
be settled favorably to him, and justly to others also, 
without the necessity for the passage of a special act; a 
course which is greatly to be deprecated at all times, 
but particularly so, when a general law will accomplish 
the same end. 

Chairman Harris’ bill, to provide a permanent con- 

struction fund, is also a measure of great importance. 

The spasmodic appropriations of extra sums which have 
from time to time been granted during our naval his- 
tory, should give way to such a regular policy as is out- 

lined in Mr. Harris’s bill. The experience of other na- 

tions shows that a certain percentage of waste must be 

allowed for, and a reasonable amount of new tonnage 

annually created—to take the place of that which has de_ 
teriorated to unseaworthiness. Had we had sume such 
a system in practice for the last fifteen years, we should 

aot now have the call of the Advisory Board for the 

forty millions necessary to put our naval force on even 

1 respectable footing, and the adoptior of some scheme 

iike that proposed by this bill should go hand in hand 

with the rebuilding of the Navy. The service will have 

sreat reason for congratulation if in the new commit- 

cees there shall be, as doubtless there will be, found a 

sentiment sufficiently in favor of Mr. Harris’ ideas to 

cause a favorable report in the matter, with the passage 

of the bill which would naturally follow. 

Previous committees have stated that the larger share 

of their time has been taken up with the personal legis- 
lation which is brought to their attention, and that they 

have really had no opportunity afforded them, to attend 

to the general condition of the service as 8 whole. We 

observe that the usual avalanche of bills for the 

restoration, advancement, back pay, etc., of offi- 

cers, has been precipitated upon their luckless heads. 

We sincerely trust that not one particle of legislation 

aot general in its character, will receive a moment’s con - 
sideration at their hands, until after those measures we 
have indicated as of supreme importance, shall have 
beer passed upon, and if possible shall have 

become laws. Though some of these personal bills are 
undoubiedly wortby of consideration, yet just at present, 
it is a time when the motto should be ‘‘ measures, not 

men.” 

There are other measures of various degrees of im- 
portance to which allusion will be made in due time. 

We have only called attention to those which it seems 
to us should have preference.

PRACTICAL WORK BY THE ENGINEERS. 

Gen. H. L. Aspot, Corps of Engineers, command- 
ing at Willet’s Point, New York Harbor, in an order 
dated Jan. 9, prescribes a highly useful method of in- 
struction for the young officers of engineers who joined 
the battalion in 1879. The order directs them, on or 
before April 1 next, to ‘submit a detailed project fora 
line of field works extending from Willet’s Point to 
Jamaica Bay, designed for the defence of Brooklyn 
against an invasion of a well equipped army of 100,000 
men landing on the east end of Long Island. ‘This 
project will include a plan laid down on the Battalion 
Photographic Map; such sections as are needful to give 
a correct idea of the character of the works; and a full 
memoir discussing the military features of the line, and 
giving the order and time in which the several works 
should be constructed, and a requisition for tools and 
such materials as cannot be found on the ground. The 
basis for our forces will be 48,000 good infantry of the 
National Guard, organized in three divisions, and armed 
with the Springfield rifle; a siege train, consisting of 
one U. S. regiment of artillery (12 companies of 150 
men each), equippea with 50 4.5-inch siege rifles and 
50 8-inch smooth bore siege mortars, with the ordnance 
stores and equipments needful for efficient service; 8 
U. 8. light batteries, each armed with 6 3-inch rifles, 
and 4 U. 8. light batteries, each armed with 6 12-pdr. 
Napoleon guns; one brigade of cavalry; one battalion 
of U. 8S. engineers, consisting of 3 companies of 150 men 
each, provided with the needful tools and equipments 
for their own use; and of sufficient quartermaster trains, 
forage and supplies to provision the army. There wil] 
also be subject to requisition 200 four-horse wagons, in 
the quartermaster depot at Brooklyn, to transport the 
touls and supplies needed for the construction of the de- 
fensive works. This Army will be supposed to be on 
the ground, provided with a good map, five days before 
the arrival of the enemy—but after that date the defen- 
sive works must be so censtructed as to leave the troops 
at all times ready for an attack. The locations of the 
camps and of the various headquarters will be shown on 
the map—with the position of such telegraph lines as 
may be considered necessary (supposed to be con- 
structed). The artillery, cavalry, and engineers will be 
under the command of the chiefs of these arms on the 
staff of the commanding general. Five commissioned 
officers will be on duty with each company of engineers, 
and five with each battery of artillery, all conversant 
with the construction of earthern batteries. The re- 
ports submitted will, after revision at Willet’s Point, be 
subjected to the scrutiny of the Chief of Engineers. 








COMPULSORY RETIREMENT. 


Ir the subject of compulsory retirement of Army 
officers for age and length of service fails to be taken up 
in Congress this winter, it will not be for Jack of bills 
aiming to secure it. Among these bills that of Mr. 
Butterworth, which will be found in last week’s 
JouRNAL, page 502, is the one that meets the interests of 
the service, and is the almost unanimous voice of those 
officers who signed the petition recently sent about to 
the various posts and statious for signature. Mr. But- 
terworth’s bill fixes the retiring age at 62, or at 40 
years’ service as a commissioned officer. We have rea- 
soa to believe that the House of Representatives, at 
least, is well disposed towards it, and that if the Senate 
is plied assiduously with arguments, it will not allow 
itself to be influenced by those narrow personal cunsidera- 
tions which alone can stand in the way of this greatly 
needed reform. We have already published many 
columns in years past, with a view to getting 
the movement to the point of advance where it 
now is, and shall not desist until it proves successful. 

The letter which follows is a.condensed statement of 
the argument in favor of compulsory retirement, and it 
would be hard to say more in the same space. Gen. 
Fry has shown that he fully believes what he says by 
his own action in the matter uf retirement, and in 
regard to this, as in reference to many other subjects, 
he has shown that he has a sound judgment. Accom- 
panying this letter we have received, a pamphlet entitled 
“Facts in Favor of Compulsory Retirement,” which is 
Gen. Upton’s article on the subject, reprinted : 

New Yorx City, Dec. 4, 1881. 
To Col. B. J. D. Irwin, U. 8. Army: 

No army can be efficient without a better rate of promo- 
tion than ours has now; compu'sory retirement is the only 
thing that has ever been devised or even suggested that will 
cause a regniar flow of promotion iu our service. Changes 
in organization may start the stream (to the momentary 
advantage of a few), but it becomes stagnant again imme- 
diately ; but justice to the officers as well as to the servive, 
requires that retirement shall be compulsory, at a fixed age ; 
that and that alone will prevent the feeling of mortification 
which inevitably attends retirement on account of con- 
demnation, whether the sentence—as provided in existing 
laws—be by a Board of Officers or by the President in his 
discretion, 


There is no doubt that some men are fit for military duty 
at sixty-two ; that fact is the real source of comfort in the 
compulsory system—as some are sound at that age, all can 
go out with the presumption that they are so. Those who 
are fit for duty, however, are not indispensable nor even 
very necessary to the Army, their services are not valuable 
enough to stand in the way of a law demanded by the good 
of the service generally and by equity among individuals, 
It is of the first importance to the officer that a system be 
established which, at a fixed age, shall in spite of himself 
transfer him from the active list without involving any 
direct opinion as-to his mental or physical condition. Then 
he will prepare for retirement which, otherwise, may come 
upon him unexpectedly ; and being retired by the law with- 
out condemnation he will have the maximum of chances for 
comfort and contentment in his old age.

From Gen. Upton’s paper we gather the following 


facts : 

The Roman law limited the liability to military service to 
the ages of 17-45. The greatest commanders, like the best 
private soldiers, in all armies and countries have been found 
below the age of 45, e. g: Philip of Macedon: Alexander ; 
Cezar; Hannibal; Scipio Africanus, the elder and the 
younger; Genghis Khan; Charlemagne ; Gonsalvo de Cor- 
dova ; Henry [V; Montecuculi ; Saxe ; Turenne ; the great 
Conde ; Prince Eugene; Peter the Great; Charles XII; 
Frederick the Great ; Cortes; Pizarro; Lord Clive; Wolfe, 
Napoleon, and his generals and marshals. The mean age of 
the twenty-seven generals nominated by Napoleon to be 
marshals of France was less than forty-four. By way of 
contrast the opponents of Napoleon were distinguished by 
their advanced age, e.g.: the Russiin campaign of 1812 which 
proved so fatal to Napoleon was guided by the counsels of 
younger men. Wellington and Blucher at Waterloo were 
about the age of Napoleon and younger than many of his 
generals, whose energy and skill were rapidly decliniag. 

In our war, 1812, gray hairs made the generals, ‘‘ but 
after we had suffered sufficientiy from the Hulls, the Arm- 
strongs, the Winchesters, the Dearborns, the Wilkinsons, the 
Hamptons, and the other veterans of the Revolution, we 
changed our policy, aud permitted younger men—the Jack- 
sons, the Harrisons, the Browns, the McReas, the Scotts, the 
Ripleys, the Woods, the McCombs, the Wools, and the Mil- 
lers—to lead our forces to victory and to glory.” 

At the beginning of the Florida and the Creek war nearly 
all the field officers of the line were old and decrepit. The 
condition of the Army at the beginning of the Mexican war 
was the same, and, as few of the tield officers were able to 
accompany their reziments, the battle was won by their 
juniors. In eleven regiments of infantry and artillery there 
were no colonels present and but one lieutenant-coionel ; 
the other ten regiments being commanded by captains, 
majors, or brevet field officers. 

It is well known in civil life that few doctors, lawyers, 
merchants, or bankers acquire wealth or distinction who 
have not laid the foundation of their success before forty. 
The reason is obvious. The age-of man between twenty and 
forty is the age of aggressicn. It is during this period that 
he likes to encounter obstacles for the pleasure of vanquish- 
ing them. The stork board of any great city isa Babel of 
young brokers, whose plans, already stretching across a 
State or a continent, aim to encircle the world. 

The average number of years’ service of all the field offi- 
cers commissioned between the years 1338 and 1869, and 
went through all the grad:s, was a3 follows : 
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The difference in promotion is partly explained by the date 
of organization of the different regiments. 

If we glance at our own history, we shall find that the re- 
cord of young officers is as brilliant as during the wars of 
Napoleon. Washington, when he took command of the Con- 
tinental Army, was 43 ; Greene, in command in the Carolinas, 
was 38; Knox was chief of artillery of the Continental Army 
at 25; Croghan, who was the first to defeat Proctor in 1813, 
was 21; Scott, at Lundy's Lane, was 28 ; Jackson was the 
hero of New Orieaus at 43. Long wars are always favorable 
to youth. This, in our own history, was proven during the 
rebellion by such officers of the Regular Army as were for- 
tunate enough to secure commissions in the volunteers. 

The average service of the 144 who were commissioned gen- 
eral officers of volunteers at the date of receiving their com- 
missions as such, was 16 years and 11 months. Their aver- 
age age was less than 39. They thus became the natural 
leaders of the vast armies ef volunteers, the average age of 
whose otticers was little, if any, above 30. 

The rank held by these officers in the Army wasias follows: 
Brigadier generals........ (bosseesebageaseSebsansesnes 1 
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The average age of twenty commanders of our Armies, 
viz., McDowell, McClellan, Buell, Hunter, Grant, Pope, 
Rosecrans, Foster, Burnside, Steele, Curtis, Meade, Gill- 
more, Sherman, McPherson, Thomas, Hooker, Howard, 
Schofield and Sheridan, was 41. The average age of Han- 
cock, Howard, Sedgwick, Sickles, Slocum, Sykes, corps com- 
manders at Gettysburg, as also McClernand, McPherson and 
Sherman corps commanders at Vicksburg, was under 40. In 
the Confederate armies it was the younger officers who gave 
the greatest strength totheir cause. The average age of 
Ewell, Hill and Longstreet, corps commanders at Gettys- 
burg, was 44. Stonewall Jackson, who in the first two years 
of its history imparted to the Army of Northern Virginia its 
spirit of dash and daring, died at 39. Stuart, the cavalry 
leader, won his fame and died at 31. . : 

A paper published by the Army Mutual Aid Association, 
on the 30th of September, 1879 states: ‘‘ The records of the 
Adjutant General's office chow that since the rebellion 107 
ofticers have lost their lives in battle, or have died of wounds 
received in action, :nd that of this number but two were 


over 40 years of age.”

CARRIER PIGEONS IN WAR. 

Tue sixth annual exhibition of pigeons, held under 
the management of the National Columbarian Society, 
opened at Bunnell’s Museum, New York, January 9, 
and continued until Saturday evening, January 14. 
Great interest was taken in the display of carrier pigeons 
and other breeds used to carry messages, and their 
adaptability for use during war was discussed. 

The raising and training of carrier pigeons, until a 
recent period pursued simply as a matter of sport and 
fancy, has now assumed the proportions of an important 
science. France maintaios establishments for this pur- 
pose at Mont Valerien, at Paris in the Military School, 
at Vincennes, Marseilles, Perpiguan, and Lille. In 
Germany institutions of this kind have been established 
in the Thiergarten at Berlin under the direction of Dr. 
Bodinns, and also at several of the border fortresses. 
In Austria the matter receives much attention. Very 
important advantages are claimed for a system of cor- 
nection of fortifications by means of these winged mes- 
sengers. It is said that for this purpose they are 
much to be preferred to the telegraph, which is easily 
exposed to the destruction of the enemy, while the small 
bird proceeds unnoticed from place to place with great 
rapidity. Examples of almost incredible speed over 
immense distances by pigeons are on record. Experi- 
ments to prevent their destruction by birds of prey are 
being made by attaching thin tiny bells to their wings, 
a custom similar to that practiced by the Chinese, who 
attach to tie bird a hollow reed which makes a noise as 
he flies. 

The attention devoted at present to this matter derives 
its impulse from the important services which the 
‘*pigeon-mail” rendered to the Parisians during the 
Franco-Prussian war. Inthe beginning of the siege, 
when 300 pigeons were put at the disposal of General 
Trochu, the thing was laughed at, and not till the siege 
had proceeded so far that the pigeons had to be taken 
out of the city by balloon was the first attempt made 
to utilize them. Yet in spite of this difficulty, in spite 
of the extreme cold of the winter and the great watch- 
fulness of the German troops, the government suc- 
ceeded, by means of 100 pigeons which returned out of 
354 taken out, to introduce 115,000 despatches into Paris. 
This result was only reudered possible by the aid of 
micro-photography. Exch pigeon could carry eighteen 
small skins weighing in the aggrezate scarcely $ gramm. 
On each skin from twelve to sixtee1 printed folio pages 
could be photographed, which were ea:ily made read- 
able by means of electric light and a microscope. 








In glancing over the rapid and necessarily outline 
sketch of Gen. Porter’s operations on Aug. 29, 1862, 
which we published last week, one phrase strikes us as 
not conveying the meaning which we had in mind at 
the time of writing it. It would of course be incorrect 
to say that Gen. Porter did not attempt to execute the 
order of Gen. Pope which, reached him about 6 p. m,, 
on the day in question. What we meant was that he 
did not attempt to place himself on ‘‘ the enemy’s right 
flank,” and ‘‘connecting with Reynolds,” since this 
disposition was impossible, owing to Gen. Pope’s to- 
tally erroneous conception of the facts which he sur3 
posed to exist where Porter was. That Gen. Porter, 
however, attempted to execute the order in the only 
way the existing facts permitted, is of ccurse a matter 
of history; though the lateness of the hour naturally 
prevented the operations thus begun from leading to 
anything decisive. 








Tue Duke of Argyll lately stated in the House of 
Lords that the Government of India annually loses hun- 
dreds of thousands of pounds in bad engineering, and 
that millions have been spent by the engineers of India 
on barracks which turned out to be mere ‘sun traps,” 
so badly built as to last but a few years. It was at first 
supposed by the Duke of Argyll that these faults were 
those of civil engineers, but he afterwards learned and 
publicly acknowledged that military engineers had built 
the barracks in question. In our own country the care 
and skill of the Engineer Corps of the Army are prover- 
bial, and the vast expenditures yearly intrusted to thém 
under the annual river and harbor bill of Congress, are 
only an example of the reliance justly placed upon 
them. 





A New Yorx Herald reporter obtained from Rear 
Admiral Wyman, on Wednesday, some points about the 
proposed Chiriqui naval stations. The Admiral showed 
the reporter a copy of a letter which he sent to Secre- 
tary Huot on May 12, 1881. This letter declared that 
‘‘no place on the isthmus could, in my opinion, be less 
desirable as a coaling station than Almirante Bay,” and 
that as to paying a large sum for it, “‘land on this la- 





} goon is slmost valueless, and anyone settling there an 
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cultivating it becomes the possessor.” Pursuing the 
subject, this letter of Rear Admiral Wyman said : 

It was stated that $250,000 annually would be saved to the 
Government by the purchase, or by establishing a coaling 
station on the isthmus. It is difficult to understand how 
such a statement could have been le or received. The 
average coal account of the whole Navy is about $300,000. 
Admitting that every vessel of the North Atlantic coals once 
during the year at Aspinwall, with coal at $15 ton, the 
yearly expense would not exceed $15,000, but on an average, 
not more than two or three vessels coal there during the 
year. 

As before stated, if a coal station is desirable on the Isth- 
mus of Darien, Porto Bello appears to me to be the point on 
the Atlantic and one of the Pacific mail islands near Panama 
on the Pacific side, the one lying within the British station 
at Jamaica on the east side of the isthmus ; the other within 
the Pearl islands, which have been examined as to their fa- 
cl ty for fortification by Great Britain, on the west side ; 
loth being nearer by 540 miles on the east and 30 miles on 
the west, to the termini of the canal, if such is constructed, 
—" station and supposed fortified station of Great 


Admiral Wyman doubts whether Capt. Meade and 
Commander Picking, respectively of the Vandalia and 
Kearsarge, reported favorably, and says that from the 
pamphlet which was given to the former as part of his 
instructions certain portions had been cut out with a 
knife. He says that the bay was surveyed, when there 
was no need of doing it, under secret instructions; and 
‘‘when I was asked about it I denied it point-blank, but 
afterward I learned that it had actually beendone.” No 
doubt this strong letter of May 12 from Admiral Wy- 
man had much to do with Secretary Hunt’s hostile 
position toward the Chiriqui project. Admiral Wyman 
is further reported as saying : 


I was told by Mr. Rogers that Secretary Tlfompson, 
though he had previously been the agent of the Ambrose 
Thompson party, declared while he was Secretary of the 
Navy that he would have nothing to do with the matter at 
all, and that sooner than to have his name connected with it 
in any way he wou!d leave the Cabinet. If that is so there 
must have been somebody higher in power and influence 
a the Secretary of the Navy to force him to further the 
matter. 

‘Did he advocate it during his term of office ?” 

* Not openly ; but it was understood that he favored it.” 








WE observe that the London Hagineer thinks our 
Naval Advisory Board are expecting to combine a good 
deal in the ships they recommend, and kindly wags its 
head in doubt. We may suggest to the Hngincer that, 
taking the Shah and Inconstant as models, the Yankees 
will probably not fiud it difficult to so improve on them 
as to save the 200 tons of cement ballast that those ships 
have; and by the application of steel in whole or in 
part may gain easily 800 tons in weight, and on a given 
size of ship one can do a great deal with 1,000 tons 
spare to work on. The difficulty is not in combining 
the qualities sought for, but in the superintendence: 
how are the final desigus to be worked up and finished, 
and how are the meddlesome ones in authority to be 
kept from alteriog here and modifying there until the 
whole structure is unrecognizable? Naval officers 
insist that ships cannot be built honestly by contract. 
Let former contracts be examined and see how those 
same Officers have modified and changed desigus while 
the ship was under construction, until the contractor 
was forced to skimp on the material in order to save 
the interest on his bonds. Our heavy ship builders no 
doubt want large Government contracts, and will seek 
to get all they can from the Government; but let a 
thorcughly worked out design be placed in their hands, 
let an officer who understands his business inspect the 
work, and we have faith that the result will be all that 
could be wished for. 

In his annual message to the Legislature Governor 
Bigelow, of Connecticut, after a reference to the Na- 
tional Guard, which we give elsewhere, said ‘‘ We may 
be assured that we have a force sufficient for the safety 
of our State, so far as it may be threatened with inte- 
rior violence. As much cannot be said for those de- 
fences for which we depend upon the General Govern- 
ment. I call your attention to the fact that the great 
thoroughfare for commerce which forms our southern 
boundary, Long Island Sound, is practically without 
defence. No work that in these days of advances in 
the art of war deserves the name of fortification lies 
between the ocean and our Connecticut sea ports. 
However good may be cur lecal militia, we are at the 
mercy of the first attack from the sea. It may be well 
for you to take such action as will direct the attention 
of the Federal Government to the neglected condition 
of our ccast.” 


AcTING upon the opinion of the Attorney General, in 
the case of Dr. Ames, which we published nearly a 
year ago, the Navy Department will hereafter follow 
the rule of seniority in promotions in the Medical 
Corps of the Navy, and the names of the passed 
assistant surgeeons will be arranged in the forthcoming 
Register in accordance with this rule. The act of 
Feb. 27, 1877, under which this rearrangement is made, 
does not affect the surgeous, medical inspectors, and 














medical directors, heretofore appoivted and commis- 
sioned as surgeons in the order of competitive exami- 
nation. 








A CORRESPONDENT, an able officer of the Army, re- 
ferring to our recent remarks concerning bills pending 
in Congress for the restoration of officers dismissed the 
service by sentence of General Court-martial, says : 

** No argument is necessary to show the demoralizing 
effects of the disgraceful personal legislation from which 
our little Army has suffered so long; some slight pallia- 
tion for this may be found in the cases, few and far 
between, where a Senator or Member of Congress has 
allowed his personal regard for some worthy officer to 
influence him to such a degree that he will endeavor to 
advance his friend at the expense of other officers, 
equally deserving and, perhaps, vf longer service. No 
such excuse can be urged in defence of the practice, 
fast becoming prescriptive, of restoring by legislative 
enactment individuals whose disqualifications have been 
weighed and determined by a court of their peers. 
Courts-martial, composed as they are of human beings, 
are liable to commit errors and occasionally to inflict 
injustice; but, as a rule, they come as close to getting 
the bed-rock facts of « case as any tribunal in the world. 
I ain not speaking, however, of cases where the judg- 
ment of a court may have been faulty—admitting such 
cases to exist—but rather of the swarm of incompetent 
and sometimes dishonora)le men who seek to nullify 
the verdict of the proper military ccurts by the inter- 
position of powerful political influence. 

**To restore such people to the roster of an honorable 
profession strikes me as being almost as insensate as it 
would be to pour down a sick man’s throat the effete 
matter sloughed away from gangrened and ulcerated 
wounds.”

MATTERS IN WASHINGTON. 


Tue fact that the proceedings of the General Court- 
martial in the case of Lieut. Flipper have been for- 
warded to Washington, is an indication that the sentence 
is something in the nature of dismissal. The proceed- 
ings, etc., are now in the hands of the J. A. General. 

0 definite action has been taken as yet in regard to 
the changes of station of officers of the Judge Advocate 
General's Department. Svume changes will undoubtedly 
be made in the near future. General Swaim, young and 
active, will perform more office duty than his predeces- 
sor was accustomed to do, and will therefore be likely 
to dispense with one or more of his assistants now on 
duty in Washington, more especially as there is a lack 
of officers of his department at some of the military 
—- headquarters. 

he performance of the 8-inch rifle gun, mentioned in 
last week's JouRNAL, which burst at the 127th rcund, 
is looked upon at Ordnance Headquarters as extremely 
satisfactory. Chambered for a charge of 35 pounds of 
powder, the piece was fired 100 times with a charge 
of 50 pounds, and then an additional 27 rounds with 55 
pounds, and this with powder of the greatest strength, 
making a record more excellent than any heretofore 
mentioned either in Europe or in this country. At pre- 
sent no more trials will take place at Sandy Hook, but 
the reports of this and preceding trials will he prepared 
and turned over to the Getty Board, which meets on 
the 18th inst., where, n° doubt, they will be critically 
examined, their merits and demerits duly weighed and 
considered, and in due time an interesting and instruct- 
ive report will issue. 

It is not generally thought here that Senate bill 345, 
restricting an officer’s detail from his company or regi- 
ment to 8 years, reported yesterday from the Military 
Committee without amendments, will pass both Houses. 
Should it, however, become a law there would be quite 
a change in the present Army circle in Washington. 

The subject relating to the formation of a new De- 
partment, embracing New Mexico and part of Colorado, 
has as yet taken no definite form, though it is a subject 
that has long been considered, for it is evident that 
New Mexico is a focus of important military opera 
tions too remote from the Missouri Department Head- 
quarters to exist much longer as a mere D‘strict depen 
dency, and should have a military organization com- 
mensurate with its importance. 

It is understood that the case of Major E. D. Baker,

| Sheridan, who sent his Inspector General to investigate 
and report on the matter, and he will probably deter- 
mine what future action, if any, shall be taken. I do 
no not learn that as yet the case has been officially re- 
ferred to Army headquarters. 

The Army Register for 1882 will in its form embrace 
some very desirable changes, and will probably be 
ready for issue as early as the 15th proximo, perhaps a 
few days earlier. -A very few copies of the pocket 
edition of the revised regulations have been received at 
the War Dept., and but for the usual hitch at the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office a good supply of the book in 
this convenient form would ere this have been on hand 
ready for issue to those concerned. 

The result of the meeting of the Army Mutual Aid 
Association on the evening of Jau. 10, in Washington, 
was perfectly satisfactory to the President and Execu- 
tive Committee ; all the amendments to the constitution 
and by-laws, which the special committee recommended 
were adopted by a vote of those actually present in 
person and by proxy, of at least three-fourths of the 
whole number of the members of the Association. The 
means taken for providing for a reserve fund will not 
only reduce the amount levied upon individual mem- 
bers, and the inconvenience which sometimes results 
upon a sudden call on the death of a member, but it 
simplifies to a very great extent the clerical care and 
labor of those whose business it is to notify members 
and collect the amounts due beneficiaries. Two mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee, Generals Drum and 
Crane, {were re-elected, the other elective officers 
holding over. Allof these, with the exception of the 
President, Col. R. Jones, are stationed in Washing- 
ton. 

All were pleased with the success which has attended 
the working of the enterprise during the three years 
that it has been in existence. The membership now 
numbers 833, including many general oflicers. Six 
deaths were reported during the last year. A resolu- 
tion was passed to the effect that ‘-the thanks of the 
Association are justly due, and are hereby tendered 
Capt. Geo. W. Davis, the Secretary and Treasurer, 
for bis instructive and interesting report.” 

The report is current and corroborated by some who 
are supposed to be near the President, that the long- 
looked for retirements will take place next week. 

ln connection with the possibility of a vacant briga- 

dier-generalship resulting from retirements, the promo- 
tion of some compuratively young officers, Mackenzie 
and others, is suggested, but it occurs to some that we 
have a few older officers, whose active career is near 
its end, to whom a promotion of this kind would be a 
graceful and well earned tribute for heroic services. 

Noticeable among them is that stout, steady and valiant 
Gen. Getty, whose war recordis second to none. Others 
will recur to your readers who have a well earned title 
to promotion though they may not have flashed so 

brilliantly before the eyes of the rising generation as 
some of the brave but youthful Indian fighters, who 
can afford to wait tiil these old veterans have passed 
off the stage. 

If Senator Plumb’s bill should become a law there 
are but three field officers who would be affected by it. 

$350 have been received during the past week by Col. 
Corbin from officers stationed in and passing through 
Washington for the Garfield monument. 

A report was received Thursday (not exactly official), 
of the death of Assistant Surgeon Passmore Middleton, 
U.S. A., in Texas. Dr. M. was a member of the 
Army Mutual Aid Association. 

The Secretary of the Navy was called upon on Thurs- 
day morning by the House Commitiee un Naval Affairs 
for the purpose of acquainting the members with the 
secretary and familiarizing themselves with the needs of 
the Navy Department. They will call again next week 
and consult with him concerning the reconstruction of 
the Navy. The Secretary received his visitors cordially, 

and requested that they shouid call on the department at 
any time for any information desired for the use of the 
committee. Mr. Harris, the chairman of the commit- 
tee, said in conversation with your correspondent, that 
‘*the general feeling of the committe: was strongly in 
favor of the recommendations of the Secretary and the 
Advisory Board, with the exception of the subject of 
unarmored vessels. This subject will require much 
discussion and inquiry before the committee will be 
placed in a position to express an opinion on that 
point. The whole subject of rebuilding is a large aud 
intricate one, and much discussion will be required be- 
fore any one point can be decided upon. Sub commit 

tees will be appointed, and will consult with the 
Secretary of the Navy from time to time to 
inquire into and report on the different sub- 
jects. Mr. Harris further said that while the com- 
mittee would do all in its power to secure action upon 
this subject he did not believe the bill would receive 
action from the House at this session of Congress. In 
reference to the bill authorizing the Secretary of the 
Navy to provide a construction fund by the sale of old 
material, Mr. Harris said that he had no doubt but 
that it would pass at a very early date. The committee 
has now the bill under consideration, and have agreed 
to report favorably upon it. This bill passed the Senate 
at th2 last session of Congress, but failed to reach action 
in the House. 








A curious application of electricity is described in 
‘¢ 1a Lumiere Electrique.” It consists in a device to 
prevent military conscripts practising fraud as to their 
stature by bending their knees. When the youth stands 
erect against the measuring post, the hind parts of the 
knees pres8 on electric contacts, causing two bells to 
ring; the ringing ceases when there is the least bend- 
ing.

THE QUESTION OF HEAVY GUNS. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journ2!; 


In commenting upon the recent failures at Sandy 
Hook in the Journat of October 29, you took occasion 
to present the views of some of those who doubted the 
merit of our recent ordnance constructions, as well as 
the wisdom of further conversions. These opinions I 
did not understand that you necessarily indorsed, 
merely because you complimented the strength of the 
arguments which sustained them, while your reference 
to Mr. Hunt’s letter to the Board on Heavy Guns as 
‘‘able if not conclusive” upon the subject, meant, I 
should suppose, that in your opinion that gentleman 
had clearly made out his case for a fair and thorough 
test of cast iron guns, and did not commit you any 
more than the many readers who probably agree with 
you to an irrevocable belief that in cast iron will be 
round the ‘‘all sufficient” asa material for heavy 
rifled guns. 

The advocates of cast iron call only for a prompt and 
honest test of its merits, and dexterously turn to their 
own advantage the faith of their adversaries in the 
lined gun by a strong showing that such a weapon can 
scarcely be superior in strength to a simple cast iron 
gun of the same proportions. 

The various arguments going to prove the wisdom of 
testing cast iron as a material for the construction of 
heavy guns, and having no more ambitious purpose in 
view than the accomplishment of this moderate demand; 
indulging in no extravagances, and treating the dissent- 
ing opinions of others with courtesy and respect, are, I 
think, exceedingly strong, and not only merit the ap- 
proval which they have received, but seem to gain in 
force and cogency from a closer inspection. As an 
argument against steel ordnance in general, Mr. Hunt’s 
paper may be answered with mcre or less success ac- 
cording to the skill and knowledge of the debater; as 
an argument against the importation and use of steel in 
large masses, it is much more difficult to answer ; while 
as a ‘‘ plea for the thorough and crucial test of Ameri- 
can cast iron by the construction and proof of rifled 
guns of large calibre,” I believe the combined argu- 
ments of Mr. Hunt, Col. Laidley, and others to be 
simply unanswerable. 

Of the few who have expressed contrary opinions, 
the views of your correspondent, ‘‘ Fiat Justitia,” are 
perhaps worthy of more attention than they have 
received, not only because he appears to speak with the 
voice of ‘‘ one having authority,” but because he may 
be regarded as a representative of that small part of the 
Ordnance Corps which has been charged—to the exclu- 
sion of the ninety and nine—with the most conspicuous 
if not the most important of the duties devolving upon 
the Ordnance Department. 

Your correspondent declares, without qualification, 
that many of the statements in your article above referred 
to are incorrect; that those conversant with the sub- 
ject will not be disposed to admit the accuracy of 
many of the opinions therein expressed; main- 
tains the virtues of the wrought iron tube; makes 
a timid defence of steel; opposes cast iron pure and 
simple ; and defends the recent breech-loa ling construc- 
tions. From first to last I think that ‘‘ Fiat Justitia” is 
in error, and it is even a little remarkable that a paper 
which he calls ‘‘an able and comprehensive argument,” 
and which he must therefore have read, should meet by 
anticipation every one of the points whic he makes, 
and, in my judgment at least, completely answer them; 
so that, to those who have read Mr. Hunt’s pamphlet, 
this correspondent’s letter must seem™but a feeble denial 
of the opinioas there advanced, an ignoring of the facts, 
and a failure to comprehend the logic. 

Disregarding all theoretical considerations, because 
none have been advanced—but they are, I think, clearly 
opposed to the use of a coiled irou tube within a cast 
iron casing—let us review the situation and see on 
which side will be found ‘‘ merely opinions not sustain- 
ed by facts.” 

Two facts and one assertion form the basis of ‘‘ Fiat 
Justitia’s” argument. The facts are the usual and only 
stock in trade of the friends of the tube, and I think 
can be shown to prove more for the opposition than for 
themselves; while the assertion is, I believe, quite 
without foundation. 

The first fact referred to is the endurance, for a con- 
siderable number of rounds without bursting, of the 
converted guns. This record is very good, but there is 
strong evidence that it redounds more to the credit of 
the cast iron than to the tube. The record merely 
proves that a cast iron gun possesses a creditable 
strength when lined with a wroughtiron tube and 
served with modern ammunition. It does not prove 
that a cast iron gun of equal calibre, weight, and quality 
would not have endured equally well under the same 
circumstances ; and until such a comparative test is 
made, the value of the tube remains an unknown quan- 
tity, and we must base our conclusions upon something 
more tangible than imaginary data. 

As to the small Englhsh conversions: the citing of 
this practice constituted, indeed, the argument for in- 
troducing it here ; but when we seek for evidence from 
such a fact that the lining strengthens the gun, beyond 
the material strength gained by reducing the bore, we 
are at fault again. No comparisons were ever made; 
had such tests been me» thev might or might not have 
shown in favor of the tube; for undoubtedly a wrought 
iron coiled tube in poor vast irua may strengthen it, just 
as it may fail to strengthen a good casting. 

The second fact mentioned by ‘‘Fiat Justitia” is that 
cast iron for guns has been abandoned in Europe, and 
he accepts this as evidence of its present unworthiness. 
It is true that other nations have abandoned cast iron, 
as an entirety, for rifled guns, but with far more reason 
than ourselves. Not only was their cast iron, as a rule, 


inferior to ours, but they had such large manufacturing 
establishments as the Kru>;, Armstrong, Woolwich, 
and others to resort tu, while tue puwerfui influence of 
these establishments was not unnaturally directed to- 





wards lessening public confidence in cast iron guns. It 
does not follow, however, that Europe is a safer guide 
in this than in other matters; for, as your correspon- 
dent has justly remarked, the history of gun building in 
Europe is a history of repeated and costly failures. 
We have taught Europe a good deal about the science 
of gunnery, about powder, dynamometers, projectiles, 
rifling, etc., by devising or practically demonstrating 
many useful improvements in these things; and who 
knows but we may yet teach other countries the 
folly of paying a hundred thousand dollars for a sin- 


a oe 

e come next to the assertion which constitutes part 
of ‘‘ Fiat Justitia’s” argument. This is the statement, 
somewhat doubtfully made, that ‘‘it is believed that 
the surface of the bore of a cast iron gun would soon 
be affected by the corrosion or scoring caused by the ac- 
tion of the powder gas,” and ‘‘ this would soon cause 
longitudinal fissures or seams to appear in the bore, 
which (the fissures) would rapidly penetrate into the 
walls of the gun, impair its tangential strength, and 
sooner or later cause its destruction.” This programme 
is su beautifully arranged that it is almost a pity to up- 
set it, but facts will not bear out the statement, and if 
your correspondent has that ‘‘ knowledge and experi- 
ence in ordnance matters” which he claims, it is rather 
strange that with the record of many Parrott guns, and 
some Rodman guns to refer to, he should be able to do 
no better than to conjecture a defect and hypothecate a 
failure upon it. 

Such is the evidence which we are asked to accept as 
proof that a soft lining strengthens a cast iron gun; and 
it is rashly claimed that there is no evidence in support 
of a contrary opinion. Let us, therefore, examine some 
of the facts which, I fear, are overlooked, or not prop- 
erly appreciated by the friends of the tube. 

1, ‘It is true,” says ‘‘Fiat Justitia,” ‘‘as Mr. Hunt 
states, that no experiments have been made in the 
United States with cast iron rifled guns since the intro- 
duction of large grained powder.” This is neither the 
truth nor a true quotation, but is, perhaps, intended to 
cover the admission that no cast iron rifles have been 
tested since those improvements in powder, projectiles 
and rifling which have secured to the modern weapons 
fixed and moderate treatment. Mr. Hunt makes perfectly 
clear that important as have been the improvements in 
powder, the improvements in rifling and shotting guns 
have been equally so, aud although ‘‘ Fiat Justitia” ig- 
nores this fact, it is nevertheless important to bear it in 
mind. Long after the invention of large grained and 
progressive powders, and their practical adoption in 
this country and Europe, faulty systems of projectiles 
and rifling continued to subject rifled guns to abnormal 
strains, which were far more dangerous than those due to 
the combustion of the powder under merely normal con- 
ditions. It was this fact which induced Rodman to in- 
timate thet it was useless to attempt to arrive at the cor- 
rect measure of a rified gun's strength and endurance 
until a projectile could be found which would behave 
uniformly. Mr. Hunt, I think, makes this fact con- 
spicuously clear on pages 4, 5, 6, and 7, in which he 
points out the enormous strains to which our cast iron 
rifles have been subjected. The table on page 5 shows 
how our rifles of that date wore repeatedly subjected to 
strains, any one of which was enough to threaten the exist- 
ence of the strongest gun. This table I will not ask you to 
reproduce. but will simply refer the reader to page 365 
of the Journat of November 26. Under date of the 
7th inst. an ordnance officer, alluding to the data in this 
table, writes me that having been a witness to some of 
these fearful tests, he had retained an unwavering admi- 
ration forthe Rudman guns eversince. These guns had 
no tube, and we will thus record fact No. 1 in their 
favor. 

2. Although we have not had the satisfaction of sec- 
ing acast iron gun tested under the favorable condi- 
tions which have governed the trial of the lined guns, 
we can point to the record of two 8 inch Rodman guns 
of the same exterior as the converted guns and rifled in 
a similar manner and the only guns of this class ever 
made. They have been tested with a severity which 
compares very significantly with the records of the 
Sandy Hook guns, none of which have bad any expcri- 
ence with wedging or binding projectiles or violent 
powders. Mr. Hunt makes this comparison so clear 
that I beg to reproduce it here. The first two guns 
were proved at Fort Monroe with all sorts of powder 
and protectiles. The last three guns were proved at 
Sandy Hook with good powder and practically with 
one unvarying projectile. The last gun quoted is the 
only breech-loader out of five tested which has not 
failed utterly.

I do not know whether “‘ Fiat Justitia’s” ‘‘ knowledge 
of ordnance matters” ever extended to these facts or 
not, but if, as a professional man, or as one versed on 
the subject, he can see no significance in a comparisou 
like this, I feel that I shall nevertheless be justified by 
the intelligent reader in recording this as fact No. 2 in 
favor of the unlined gun. 

3. “It is true,” says ‘‘ Fiat Justitia,” ‘‘ that cast iron 
has proved perfectly satisfactory as a materia for 





smooth-bored guns of the largest calibre.” Icanno do 
better than to again quote Mr. Hunt at this point who, 


selecting a 10 inch gun which had been fired about 600 
rounds with 26 lbs. of powder and a solid shot, shows 
the strain upon the 11 inch wails of the 8. B. guus to 
have been greater than that sustained by the 12 inch 
walls of the same guns after conversion into 8 inch 
rifles. In other words, the simple reduction of the 
bore, and the employment of larger grained powder in 
the converted gun, has so lightened its burden that, 
supposing the tube to possess no strength at all, it is 
less‘severely taxed than the smooth-bore; while, ratin

‘*Thus it appears that the rifle, although it has the 
thicker and stronger walls, is actually called upon to 
endure less than the smooth-bore gun. If, therefore, 
the smooth-bore be considered safe, the rifled gun of 
same exterior must be considered essentially so.” 

Without citing other cases of the extraordinary en- 
durance of the smooth-bore guns, I think that the op- 
ponents of the tube are justified in putting this down as 
fact No. 3, going to show that if the 8in. converted 
rifle has a satisfactory strength with a tube, it ought to 
be, at least, as strong without that encumbrance. 

4. Various theoretical considerations having im- 
pressed Colonel Laidley, of the Ordnance Department 
(as they have impressed others) with the belief that 
the substitution of a coiled iron tube for an equal quan- 
tity of cast iron in a homogeneous structure could add 
no strength thereto he was authorized by the Board on 
Iron and Steel to make the experiments described in his 
report entitled ‘‘ Resistance of thick cast iron cylinders 
to internal strains.” A number of cylinders were pro- 
cured, cast at the same time, and of a size calculated to 
require the full capacity of the machine to burst them. 
The result of the experiment was that, whereas the solid 
cast cylinders stood about 800,000 lbs., those which 
were lined with coiled iron tubes of the same relative 
thickness as the 8 in. tubes burst at about 650,000 lbs. 
I regret to say that it suited the advocates of the tube to 
disregard these experiments rather than to candidly 
consider them. ade, Rodman, Rosset, and others, 
elucidated valuable truths and based systems of con- 
struction upon such experiments. Yet, when Colonel 
Laidley, dealing with much larger masses, and with a 
simple comparison to establish, announces the result, 
‘* Fiat Justitia” does not hesitate to risk his reputation 
for ‘‘some knowledge and experience in ordnance mat- 
ters,” by asserting that ‘‘the experiment has no practi- 
cal vbearing upon the construction of heavy ordnance.” 
I think that the majority of professiongl men would not 
agrec with him on this point, but would be inclined to 
regard these experiments as, at least, an important dink 
in the chain of proof which we are forging, that a soft 
tube adds no strength to good cast iron, and I record 
this link of proof as fact No. 4 on our side. 

5. The reason assigned by ‘‘ Fiat Justitia” for his 
strange position on this question, is, that ‘‘ the pressure 
in a testing machine is so unlike that produced by the 
explosion of powder.” Then such a belief should jus- 
tify powder tests, and as he knows such to have been 
made, ‘his failing to refer to them looks disingenuous. 
When I first saw this report of the machine tests, there 
oo gs appended to it the views similar to those of 
** Fiat Justitia,” with the additional statement that Col. 
Laidley’s experiments were refuted by certain pow- 
der tests made by Sir Joseph Whitworth with small cy- 
linders. Observe the significance of this admission. If 
it is claimed by the friends of the tube that the results of 
the testing machine can be refuted by the tests 
of small powder cylinders, it follows, of course 
that they can also be confirmed by such tests. I do not 
like to accuse our opponents ef anything absurd, but 
the experiments of Whitworth proved really nothing at 
all as to the relative strength of lined and unlined 
cylinders; nor were they intended to do so, but only to 
show how much superior compressed steel was to 
either ; and with a creditable disposition to be perfectly 
fair—that is, to discriminate against his steel—Sir 
Joseph gave to the wrought iron lined cylinder a great 
advantage over the others by supporting the ends be- 
tween a strong external housing. Besides this, there 
was no pretence of having these cylinders (procured at 
different times) in any sense alike in quality, and the 
quality of iren was shown to be bad as compared with 
our own. Althouga these experiments proved nothing, 
the citing of them, even without a knowledge of the 
details or through a failure to comprehend their import, 
is important as commutting our opponents to the accept- 
ance of the results of any fair comparison of this kind. 
Accordingly two cast iron cylinders were procured, of 
good quality and cast at the same time from the same 
ladle of metal, thus ensuring similarity in the physical 
properties, which were afterwards confirmed by mechan- 
ical tests of the material. These two cylinders, of 
about 400 Ibs. each, finished weight, were turned and 
bored accurately tu the same diameter as Whitworth’s, 
and one of them was lined with a coiled tube of the 
best quality from the West Point Foun¢ry, so that the 
interior diameters of the two completed cylinders were 
the same. The powder charges were confined within 
their own volume, in the centre of the cylinders, Ly 
closely fitting steel screw plugs and gas checks, and ex- 
ploded at each round with no other escape for the gases 
than through a vent of less than one hundredth of ‘an 
inch in area of cross section. Each cylinder was tested 





with charges of three, four, six, eigbt, and ten ounces, 
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After the half-pound charge, the lined cylinder showed 
the greater demoralization, as indicated by the enlarge- 
ments, interior and exterior, and with ten ounc3s both 
cylinders burst, the solid one into 26 end the lined one 
into 33 fragments. There is evefy probability that had 
the charges been less rapidly increased, so as to have 
extended the test through a greater number of rounds, 
that the solid cylinder would have outlived the other, 
and we might have found the same ratio of difference 
as shown on the testing machine; but it was desired to 
duplicate the Whitworth tests in all particulars, except 
to treat the two cylinders alike. ‘* Fiat Justitia” and 
his friends, having shown themselves willing to accept 
Whitworth’s experiments as refuting the results of the 
testing machine, should—now that the irrelevancy of 
these powder tests has been shown—be satisfied to ac- 
cept the results of a carefully conducted experiment as 
confirming the testing machine, at least so far as show- 
ing that the lining tube is no advantage, although the 
loss in strength caused by its use cannot be so accu- 
rately measured by a powder test as on the machine. 
Under the circumstances, therefore, allow me to call 
this fact No. 5, and score it against the tube. 

6. Anxious to more definitely establish the exact 
correlation existing between the statical forces exerted 
by the testing nachine and the quicker impulses of 
fired gun powder, but failing to wbtain authority for 
any experiments in this direction, Col. Laidley procured 
at private exncnse two guns accurately scaled and con- 
structed to 4 10ths size of the 8 inch converted rifles; 
one being solid and the other lined with a coiled tube 
cf the latest design. Here again the lined gun gave 
way first under the heavy strains of a powder test, the 
difference b: ing one round in six, a ratio almost identical 
with that established ont he machine. Here then was 
a gun test, small, it is true, but an experiment double 
the magnitude of Whitworth’s. The advocates of the 
coiled tube were so anxious to quote the latter in their 
favor that they did not pause to understand it before 
committing themselves. Having explained away the 
Whitworth tests and pointed out the results of these 
larger ones I must therefore ask you to score fact No. 
6 in our favor. 

7. Gen. Rosset in the course of an elaborate series of 
experiments with steel, wrought iron, cast iron, and 
bronze, brought out cast iron when lined with wrought 
iron very much lower relatively than does Col. Laidley. 
I fear that “‘ Fiat Justitia” would not appreciate these 
experiments or relish their conclusions, although the 
Italian government thought them very important. They 
have never appeared in Ordnance Notes, but whether 
your correspondent has seen them or not I must ask 
you to record them a3 fact No. 7 on our side. 

I bope that ‘‘ Fiat Justitia’s” implied confidence that 
powder tests would refute the testing machine has been 
sufficiently disturbed. Reverting to the machine tests 
he says: ‘* All experierce has shown that it is very un- 
safe to base the construction of anything in which 
masses of iron and steel are used in experiments made 
on a small scale such as those of Col. Laidley.” As this 
is just what mechanical envineers have been doing from 
time immemorial; as it is to furnish information for just 
such purposes that testing machines exist ; and, as Col. 
Ludley’s experiments employed the full capacity of the 
most powerful and perfect machiue in the world, 
the wisdom and pertinency of the above remark are 
not very apparent. If your correspondent means, 
as possibly he does, that it is unsafe to base a 
calcniation for the strength of a large mass of 


steel or iron upon the ascertained strength of 
a unit of that mass, the remark is axiomatic. 
But this does not affect the value of com. 


parative tests of different materials or combinations 
of such in equal or equivalent weights or volumes. 
This is what Col. Laidley’s test was; and, having 
proved that a solid cast iron cylinder, the size of a field 
gun, is stronger than a wrought iron lined cylinder of 
the same dimensions, engineers will be inclined to ac- 
cept the fact as fair evidence that the same ratio of dif 
ference will hold good in larger cylinders, sc long as 
the quality of the materials remain relatively the same. 
But in point of fact the difficulty of securing a good 
tube increases in n more rapid ratio with the size than 
does the difficulty of securing a good casting; there- 
fore, the chances are that asthe cylinders invrease in 
size the wrought iron tube becomes relatively of less 
assistunce, as compared with an equal volume of the 
homogeneous casting. 

As I fear that I may have already overtaxed your 
space for this week, Mr. Editor, I will by your kind 
permission reserve the conclusion of my remarks for aa- 
other occasion.

Lull, have sent a memorial to Congress in relation to the 
late Carlile P. Patterson. After recounting his character 
and services, the memorial states that his family was left in 
straitened circumstauces, and asks Congrers for relief.

THE FORTY-SEVENTH CONGRESS. 


Tue two Houses of Congress have promptly passed 
this week a bill thanking the Khedive of Egypt for his 
gift of the obelisk which was transported to this country 
by Lieut.-Comdr. Gorringe. 

The bill S. 295 tu place John M. Goodhue on the re 
tired list of the Army was adversely reported upon by 
the Senate Military Committee, and indefinitely post 


poned. 

The Committee on Military Affairs have reported the 
following bills without amendment : 

8. 493, to amend Article 103 of the Rules and Articles 


of War. 
8. 345 concerning details for the Army. 
§. 346 to provide for the disposition of Fort Larned 


Military Reservation. 

A., for 
services at Mescalero Agency. 

S. 480, for the relief Maj. G. W. Candee. 

The committee have also favorably reported the bill 
to amend the 103d Article of War. In this report the 
committee state at some length the differences of opin- 
ions held by legal and military authorities as to the 
interpretation of the 103d Article of War, which estab- 
lishes a statute of limitation (two years) against trial by 
G. C. M. They then say that in consideration of this 
difference of opinion, it is deemed advisable by the 
committee to so frame this important article as to leave 
its meaning beyond reasonable question. . . . 

The bill under consideration meets, as the committee 
believe, the question, and leaves no reasonable ground 
for dispute as to its construction. The committee fix 
the limit of three years to prosecution for desertion, 
leaving the prosecution of all other offences as now 
fixed in article 103. It is believed wise to harmonize 
the laws regulating prosecution for military offences, as 
near as may be, with the laws regulating prosecution 
of criminal offences before courts of ordinary criminal 
jurisdiction. 

8. 387 donating condemned cannon for a statue or 
monument to the late James A. Garfield was reported 
amended so as to give $7,500 out of the proceeds ot 
the sale of condemned ordnance or ordnance stores. 
The Secretary of War has transmitted to the Senate 
the reports of various officers of engineers, viz.: Capt. C. 
J. Allen an examination of Cannon River, Minn. ; 
Lieut.-Col. Q. A. Gillmore, of a survey of Indian River, 
Fla.; Maj. G. L. Gillespie, on the channel between the 
Islands of North and South Hero, Lake Champlain ; 
Lieut.-Col. G. H. Mendell, of an examination of Moke- 
lunine River, Cal., from Woodbridge to its mouth; 
Col. Geo. Thom, of surveys of the Harrisecket River, 
Maine; the harbor of Bfunswick, on the Androscoggin 
River; the Merrimac and Lynn River harbor, Jifass. 
Also a list of employees in the Wat Department ; infor- 
mation relating to the construction of a ship-canal 
across Florida. 

The Secretary of the Navy submitted, in compliance 
with a resolution of March 24, 1881, a complete list of 
all books, reports, documents, and pamphlets issued, 
printed, or published by that Department, and each and 
every bureau thereof, from March 4, 1789, to March 4, 
1881; which was ordered to be printed. 

The Senate has received the following petitions and 
memorials: Of Edw. P. Vollum, U. 8. A., asking com- 
pensation for personal effects. Of Beverly Kenon pray- 
ing for an appropriation for the erection of a counter- 
poise battery. Of the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce asking an appropriation for the defence of 
that harbor, aud praying for a continuance of the 
coast and geodetic survey of Alaska. Of J. O. Hope, a 
soldier of the U. 8. Army, relating to the payment of 
soldiers on furlough. Of the San Francisco memoria! 
on Harbor defence, Mr. Miller said, in presenting it: 
‘* There are some documents accompanying it. These 
documents contain a statement of a very startling 
character.” It was referred to the Military Committee 
of the Senate. 

Petitions for a National Militia law continue to pour 
in upon Congress from all directions. 

Tne House Committee on War Claims was discharged 
irum the further consideration of the bill, H. R. No. 
921, for the relief of Joseph Conrad, and it was referred 
to the House Military Committee. 

A resolution introduced in the House by Mr. Hewitt, 
of New York, referred to the Naval Committee, calls 
on the Secretary of the Navy to report the names of 
every steamer of the Navy, the material of which it is 
built, its mode of propulsion, the amount of money ex- 
pended in each fiscal year in each Bureau since July 1, 
1869, on each vessel, the aggregate eost to Oct. 1, 1881, 
for the construction, equipment, and repairs un?er all 
Bureaus since the vessel was built, and the average con- 
sumption of coal, the speed of each vessel, and the con- 
dition of her hull, machinery, and boilers. Also, to re- 
port on the penetrating power and range of the best guns 
in the Service, and how many of such are available. 

Ono motion of Mr. Upson (Texas) a resolution was 
adopted calling on the Secretary of War for copies of 
documents relative to the expenditure of the appropria- 
tion for the protection of the Rio Grande frontier. 

Mr. Springer also submitted the following resolution 
of inquiry, which was refeired to the Committee on 
Naval Affairs : 

itesoloed,. That the Secretary of the Navy be requested, if 
not incowpatible with the public interests, to transmit to 
this House all papers and correspondence in the Department 
relative to the Cbiriqui cosling stations, and the appropria- 
tion for the purchase thereof ; and that the Secretary be re- 





quested to continue to withhold all payments for such coal- 
(ng stations uutil farther legislation by Congress on the sub- 
ject.

Committee. Is gives ofticers retired for longevity or dis- 
ibility 75 per cent. of their sea pay and others 50 per cent. ; 
H. R. 2782, by Mr. Morrison, to settle the claims of the heirs 
of Col. Stephen H. Long, U. 8. Topographical Engineers, 
was 1eferred to the Committee on Claims. Col. Long died 
sept. 4, 1864, after a service in the Army of fifty yearr, A 
vill was referred to the Committee on War Claims for the 
relief of A. H. Von Leuttwitz (see S. 747.) 


REPORTS OF SENATE COMMITTEES. 

The Senate Military Committee, at its meeting on Moaday 
last, acted and decided upon various bills that were re- 
vorted. 

The sy ecial committee to investigate the Soldiers’ Home at 
Washington met in the Sonate Military Committee room on 
Wednesday, organized, and made a preliminary examination 
of papers before them. They elected a clerk and stenogra- 
ztapher, and agreed to hear General Barnes, President of the 
Board of Commissioners of tle House, on Monday next. The 
committee is composed_of Senators Sewell, chairman ; Har- 
cison, and Hampton. 

The meeting of the Senate Naval Committee on Wednes- 
lay was slimly attended, only five members being present. 
Che committee decided to report formally 8. 689, to promote 
the efficiency of the Navy. 

The niling nominations with the exception of Pay Di- 
rector Watmough’s, were considered and acted upon favor- 
ably. The sub-committee appointed toinvestivate the charges 
against Mr. Watmougb, were not prepared to repoit to the 
committee at this meeting. Nothing definite can bo sed 
vbout the action of the committee on this case, but it is pro! < 
able, as heretofore mentioned, that the report will be adver: e. 


ACTION OF THE HOUSE COMMITTEES. 


The Committee on Military Affairs of the House held their 
first mecting on Saturday last. Mr. George C. Smithe, of 
Oilinois, was chosen clerk, The days for the regular meet- 
ings of the committee was set for Tnesdays and Wedues- 
days. At the meeting on Tuesday various bills were referred 
to sub-committees for investigation. 

The cornmittee have agreed to appoint a sub-committee to 
inquire into all the bills relating to the subject of increasing 
the efficiency of the Infantry branch of che Army ; also to 
appoint a sub-committee to take charge of the bills pertain- 
ing to the retirement and compulsory retirement of Army 
officers. The sub-committees will be appointed at the next 
meeting, and some action will be speedily taken on these two 
subjects. 

About one-third of the bills thus far referred to this com- 
mittee have been submitted to sub-committees. Up to this 
ums vo reports have been made by the committees. 
The House Naval Committee held their first business 
meeting on Tuesday morning last. Eight members were 
present. Mr. H. W. Spofford, of Washington, was chosen 
clerk. The time for the meeting of the committee was set 
for Tuesdas and Thursdays. The committee agreed to call 
on the Secretary of the Navy in a body, to consult with him 
as to the wants of the Navy Department, on Thursday morn- 
ing. A report of this important conference is given in our 
letter from Washington. A communication was laid before 
the committee from Dr. B. J. Jeffries, of Boston, expressing 
a desire to address the committee on the subject of color 
blindness. They agreed to give Dr. Jeffries a hearing Jan. 
23. Various bills were then taken up for consideration.

That the proper accounting officers of the Treasury be, and 
they are hereby, authorized and directed to allow to Jabez 
Burchard, assistant engineer on the retired lint of the United 
States Navy, an amount which, with payments heretofore 
made to him, will be equal to seventy-five per centum of the 
8ea pay of the grade or rank held by him at the date of his 
retirement by a naval board of the United States Navy ; said 
amount to be paid out of any money in the United States 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, and to take effect from 
and after the date of his retirement by said naval board.

BILLS REFERRED TO THE HOUSE NAVAL COMMITTEE. 

The following bills were referred to the Naval Com- 
mittee of the House : 

H. R. 2206. by Mr. Martin, to correct an error in section 
1588 of the Revised Statutes. in reference to the pay of re- 
tired officers of the Navv: That section 1588, title 15, chapter 
8. of the Revised Statutes, be, and the same is hereby, from 
date of error, amended so as to read as follows: ‘‘Sec. 1548. 
The pay of ail ofticers of the Navy who have bee retired 


| after forty-five years’ service after reaching the age of six- 


teen years, or who have been or may be retired after forty 
years’ service, upon their own application to the President, 
or on attaining the age of tixty-two years, or on account of 
incapacity resulting from long and faithful service, from 
wounds or injuries received in the line of duty, or from sick- 
ness or exposure therein, shall, when not on active duty, be 
equal to seventy-five per centum of the sea-pay provided by 
this chapter for the grade or rank which they held, respec- 
tively, at the time of their retirement. The pay of all other 
officers on the retired list shall, when not on active duty, be 
equal to one-half the highest pay provided by this chapter 
for the grade or rank held by them, respectively, at the time 
of their retirement.” 

H. R. 2207, by Mr. Martin, to prevent officers of the Navy 
from being kept upon the retired list after the disability for 
which they were placed there has ceased: That all officers of 
the Navy who are now on, or may hereafter be placed on, 
the retired list, if under sixty-two years of age, shall, once 
every current year, be granted, at their request, an examina- 
tion, by a board of medical officers of the Navy, as to present 
ability to perform duty; and if the retired officer be found so 
qualified, the President of the United States is thereupon 
authorized to nominate him to the Sevate for transfer to his 
former place on the active list of the Navy: Provi ted, That 
such transfer shall be made only when the first vacancy 
occurs; and that the officer transferred shall still be subject 
to the usual examination for promotion on the active list, 
and shall receive no difference of pay between the pay of the 
two lists for the time he was on the retired list. (This is the 
same as the Senate bill, with the addition of a proviso.) 

H. R. 2323, by Mr. Carpenter, for the relief of Elias D. 
Bruner. Tht the President of the United States be, and he 
is hereby, authorized to nominate and, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate. to appoint Elias D. Braner 
a master in the Navy of the United States, and cause him 
to be placed on the retired list of the Navy. 

H. R. 2405, by Mr. Harris. to establish and equalize the 
grades and regulate appointments and promotions in the 
Marine Corps. (This bill has been favorably reported in the 
Senate. See Journat of Dec. 10 for its text.) 

H. R. 2489,8hy Mr. Briggs, to promote the efficiency of the 
Navy. (The Senate bill with the same title was published 
last week. See p. 503.) 

H. R, 2582, by Mr. Bingham, for the relief of Major L. L. 
Dawson. U. 8. Marine Corps. 

H. R. 2645. by Mr. Houk, for the relief of Commander 
Wiiliam Gitson. (Provides for his appointment to original 
position on the active list of the Navy.) 

H. Res. 79, by Mr. Bliss (by request), authorizing the 
President of the U. 8. to reappoint Stephen A. McCarty a 
lieutenant commander in the Navy. 

PETITIONS. 

In the Senate Mr. Hampton presented petition of Beverley 
Kennan asking for an appropriztion for the invention of ‘‘a 
counter poise battery for the protection of cannon in coast 
defence and the fields, also on board iron-plat«d vessels for 
tiver and harbor defence.” Ths petitioner is a graduate of 
the Naval Academy (1852), a' d for many years previous to 
and since was actively employed in the U. 8. Navy. ‘The 
petitioner says : 

‘‘In the judgment of all military and naval men this in- 
vention is of great value to the land and naval forces of the 
United States as a means of defence. The particular merit 
for the inventiou is the almost perfect security afforded to 
the structure itself, its guns, the men serving them, and the 
cheapness and simplicity of its construction, and the rapidity 
with v hich its guns can be handled.” He further asks for 
the privilege o1 testing its merits in this country as he has 
done in Egypt, and for :n appropriation of ?15.000 to be 
expended under the direction of Secretary of War or Navy, 
the battery in this instance to mount two six inch rifled guns. 
He says: ** The English, Russis.n, Italian, and several other 
European nations have adopted my plan, or a similar one, 
to mount guns on their recently constructed iron plated 
ships. Germany has constructed a ‘ field fort’ on my plan. 
The plans of the battery I constructed in Egypt in 1870 
were s‘olen from me, so in self defence I furnished specifi- 
cations and drawings of my battery to all the European na- 
tions. A favorable report on this battery has been made by 
Bvt. Brig.-Gen. Poe, U. 8. Engineers, which Gen. Sherman 
endorsed and recommended that an appropriation be made 
for its construction. The petition was referred to Committee 
on Military Affairs. 








NEW PUBLICATIONS. 

Caprain' F. N. Brown, aide-de-camp ist Brigade, 
Massachusetts Volunteer Militia, has ccntributed to our 
military literature a valuable manual of field signals, 
under the approval and sanction of General Hazen, 
Chief Signal Officer of the Army. It is very complete 
in the text and illustrations, consisting of those portions 
of Myer’s Manual of Signals relating to instruction in 
signalling in the general service code; manual of the 
kit, flag drill, torch drill, inspection, selecting and work- 
ing stations in the field, for day and night signalling, 
signalling in cipher, signalling in the homographic code 
and signalling with the heliograph. There are 15 plates, 
containing 67 figures, illustrating the above-named sub- 
jects. Captain Brown’s object in publishing the man- 
ual is a praiseworthy one, being to furnish methods of 
communication under circumstances where the ordinary 
methods would fail, which is likely te occur whenever 
troops are called out for active service, especially in 
cities and Jarge towns, and in this view it will commend 
itself to the Regular and Militia services. The work is 
issued from the Franklin Press, Rand, Avery and Co..

Ir appears from the last volume of the history which 
Germany is publishing of the late war with France that 
the number of men whom Germany put into the field 
for fighting purposes was 33,101 officers and 1,113,254 
subordinates. Of these 1,146.350 men, 290,000 were 
nursed in field hospitals and 812,021 in hospitals for re- 
serves. The lives lost numbered 129,703, of whom 
6,247 were officers and 123,453 subordinates. More 
than 40,000 men either died in battle or afterward from 
their wounds. In addition to the money which the war 
cost the State, there were voluntary contributions of 
$12,000,000.

ITALIAN SQUADRON MANCEUVRES: 


Tre Lsercitio Italiano has the following in regard to 
the manceuvres and exercises of the Italian ironclad 
squadron in 1880-81: The permanent squadron con- 
sisted of the following vessels: Amadeo, Roma, Duilio, 
Castelfidardo, Affondautore, Maria Pia, and the aviso 
Colonna, under command of Contre Admiral Piola Ca- 
selli. The squadron left the Gulf of Spezia about the 
end of 1880, withthe following programme of exercises: 

1st period—lInstruction of the staffs and equipage in 
everything concerning knowledge of modern arms and 
manceuvring of vessels. 

, 2d period—Combined tactical evolutions of the whole 
eet. 

3d period—Battle firing practice ; practice in the de- 
fence of a squadron Jying at anchor; landing practice. 
In the exercises of the first period the vessels were not 
always combined and remained generally in port during 
winter. 

In April 1881, the squadron was again called toge- 
ther, and officers and men being thoruughly conversant 
with all their duties, the tacticul exercises were at once 
commenced. They took place on the high sea, and 
during the manceuvres the peculiarities of each vessel in 
calm and rough seas were particularly studied. A sub} 
sequent series of manceuvres before the Crown Prince 
a, the whole squadron combined, proved very success- 

ul. 

The ironclad Maria Pia was then ordered to the 
Tunesian coast, and the other vessels sailed for the 
Greek archipelago, always moving in close order of bat- 
Hand in hand with the tactical part went. the ex- 
ercises on board of each vessel, and torpedo practice, 
the latter especially absorbing most of the time and at- 
tention. Afterwards the squadron was dissolved, one 
part returning to Italy and the other remaining in the 
Orfent for some time with thie Admiral’s ship, where 





the practices were continued. The Castelfidardo re- 
lieved the Maria Pia at Tunis, and the Affundatore went 
to Egypt. At the end of all, the whole squadron was 
again assembled for some time. 

On the African coast al! hand suffered severely from 
the heat below deck and from the rains of sand and 
dust peculiar to this region. 

The fleet?{now at Gaeta consists of the Amadeo, Roma, 
Duilio and Colonna, and is constantiy exercised in tor- 
pedo warfare, landings and embarkations of all kind, 
attack manceuvres, and the handling of the guns. 

On October 25 a general practice in obstructing the 
harbor by anchor torpedoes took place. The toip:dos 
were anchored in line, and the different percuasio: 8 
were tested and practiced with. Afterwards torpedy 
boats were fired against moving objects, and an attack 
on torpedo lines took place. The Duilio fired eight 
shots against a rapidly moving object with satisfactory 
results, and made even two hits at 1,200 meters.

There is a halo sur- 
rounding the profession of a soldier that is especially 
attractive to the rising generation as it has been to all 
preceding generations and while the practical realities 
of a soldier’s life is materially different from its antici- 
pation, there is nothing in it that is degrading but 
everything that is glorious. Aside from this, the disci- 
plinary education that a young man receives as a soldier 
is a most valuable experience, and at the expiration of 
his enlistment, if uncongenial to his tastes, he has the 
liberty to follow other pursuits, if on the other hand he 
takes to it, a re-enlistment is equivalent to promotion, 
and continued devotion to duty will bring more signifi- 
cant promotion.

Boats ror Inonoraps.—Recent trials of the boats of 
ironclads carrying guns of from 34 tons to 80 tons in 
weight have proved that ordinary boats are often, if not 
generally, damaged by the exhaustion of air produced 
by each discharge. Some of the boats of the WVeptune 
were in this way rendered useless after a few rounds. 
In order, therefore, to provide boats that would with- 
stand the concussion of nionster guns, a 26-foot folding 
galley was placed on board the Neptune in exactly the 
same position previously occupied by the wooden boats, 
which were destroyed; and on being shut up, whereby 
it presented very little surface to the disturbed air, it 
was found to withstand all the effects of the heavy dis- 
charges. ‘lo meet the danger from the fire of machine 
guns a 31-foot cutter has been built in three sections, 
and capable of bron, bag ten below. This craft was de- 
signed and built by Mr. Berthon at the company’s works 
at Romsey, for the Jnflerible, and was placed on board 
the turret ship just before she left Spithead for the west. 
It is built in three sections, each forming a complete 
looking lifeboat, and quite safe aud seaworthy by itself. 
The dimensions of the entire boat are: 31 feet long, 8 
feet 3 inches wide, and 8 feet 10 inches deep, and it has 
been pzoved capable of carrying upwards of 60 men 
with safety. It can be launched. either united or in 
three parts and connected afloat, so that, should any in- 
jury occur to any one section, the other two are still 
available. Should the middle section, for instunce, be 
destroyed, it could be detached, and by uniting the bow 
and stern sections a perfect though shorter boat be 
formed. In addition to all this, the entire body of the 
boat is divided into 24 separate watertight air cells; 
which render it insubmergible. The admirable behavior 
of this boat in a very nasty sea was demonstrated in

The lecturer remark- 
ed that the total weight of metal in ordnance carried by 
each ship may be shown by the number of tons dis- 
placement per ton of gun—i. ¢., English turret, first 
class, 56.1; broadside, 43.5; French, first class, 39.5; 
second class, 52.3. He showed that, where steel was 
used as armor, the blow was distributed through the 
mass of the steel, and therefore that it had great power 
of resistance against a single blow, though it was liable 
to succumb to the continued fire even of inferior guns ; 
and he pointed out that this was not a question of pene- 
tration but of shattering, the effect being probably pro- 
portional to the stored-up work, irrespective of calibre. 
He showed that in compound or steel-faced armor the 
effect was modified; and he mentioned the case of a 
compound target of Brown's, at present at Shoebury- 
ness, which had resisted the fire of four rounds from 
9in. guns, and one from a 38-ton gun, three of the for- 
mer containing the same amount of stored-up work as 
the single round from the latter gun, so that a sort of 
comparison became possible between the effects of a 
given quantity of work delivered in one heavy or three 
light projectiles. He said that, while in the case of 
steel the blow was distributed through the mass, in the 
ease of iron armor the iron suffered locally only, and 
hence it was either penetrated completely, or was prac- 
tically uninjured, and did not suffer seriously from the 
continued fire of guns unable to perforate it. Hence 
the great significance of the development of new type 
guns, steel shells, and gun cotton charges. From the 
instance of the Krupp 9.45in. 18-ton gun at Meppen, 
which perforated 20in. of iron without injury to the 
= prey the lecturer deduced that fire might be car- 
ried into the most strongly armed portion of any Eng- 
lish armor-clad, except the Jnjlexible, by a new type 18- 
ton gun. He showed how important it was to ascertain 
the limit of thickness of iron which any given gun may 
penetrate at any range, and gave the following rule for 
ascertaining it, viz., that a shot will penetrate armor 
one calibre thick for each one thousand feet velocity. 
The French, the Germans, the Russians, the Danes, 
the Dutch, the Spanish, and the Portuguese had forts of 
chilled iron on their coasts—a species of armor which 
England had not adopted, or even tried.

JUSTIFYING THEIR OWN CONDEMNATION. 


Tux conduct of the 5th Now York and Battery B on the 
occasion of their muster out of service shows that the judg- 
ment of the Governor in selecting these two organizations 
for disbandment was a correct one. Nobody doubted that 
many excellent soldiers were included in both organizations, 
and on that account and because they numbered among the 
oldest commands of the military of the State they enjoyed 
still a good deal of sympathy. They have destroyed it now 
themselves. The language used by some of the officers at 
the muster out, whatever importance may be attached to its 
meaning in other respects, was of the most unmilitary and 
insubordinate character, and it is almost incredible how any- 
body with the least soldierly instinct could be guilty of using 
it. However bitter their fate, they should have submitted 
without murmur. In acting as they did they showed that 
they had not yet comprehended the first principle of a sol- 
dier’s duty, i. e., obedience to any lawful order without 
questioning it. If the men were ignorant of this most im- 
portant point of their duty, the officors should at least have 
shown by a dignified bearing to the last that they were fit to 
command, As it is they have called down upon them the 
censure of all who have the welfare of the National Guard 
at heart and forever forfeited whatever hopes they may have 
had of future reinstatement.

NATIONAL RIFLE ASSOCIATION. 


Tue tenth annual meeting of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion was held Tuesday oveeiaye Jan. 9, at the armory of the 
22d regiment, N. G., 8. N. Y., in New York City, and was 
fully attended by the life members, who alone have a right 
to vote. Major-Gen. W. 8. Hancock, U. 8. A., president of 
the association, was in the chair. 
After some preliminaries, Secretary Frank J. Donaldson 
submitted an exhaustive report of the work of the associa- 
tion for 1881, most of which has already been reported from 
time to time in the Jovurnat. Mr. Donaldson stated that 
honorary directors Thos. G. Alvord, Gen. Ranald 8. Macken- 
zie, and Major Moreau Morris, M.D., have retired during the 
year 1881, by reason of expiration of terms of office. The 
aat-named gentleman, however, still retains the position of 
Surgeon N. Kk. A. Hon. W. W. Astor was, on September 14, 
elected an honorary director of the association, and Gen. 
—= Woodward was elected to honorary directorship 
or life. 
In response to a circular issued April 15 last, with a view 
to obtain more life members, about 65 gentlemen were elect- 
ed, of whom 56 have qualified, the handsome sum of $1,400 
being thereby netted. 
Mr. E. A. Buck's efforts in this direction are referred to as 
having been very earnest and substantial, no less than 17 
out of the above number se ype, bape proposed by him. Be- 
sides this addition to the list of life members, by payment of 
the prescribed dues of $25 each, three new names have been 
added by reason of the memberships being offered as prizes 
in matches of the association, the total roll now showing 431 
members. 
Secretary Donaldson then goes on to say: It is the painful 
duty of the secretary to record the decease, during the year 
_ of life members Hon. Benj. F, Britton and Mr. Edward 
aynes. _ 
The annual membership has steadily decreased from year 
to year since 1876, until in 1881 but 141 members are record- 
ed. This noticeable falling off is, however, partly attribut- 
able to the fact that in June it was voted to extend full mem- 
bership privileges to the individual members of all affiliatiug 
associations and clubs, a privilege which was largely 
availed of by the Seventh Regiment Rifle Club of New York 


City. 

The work of printing and publishing the annual report of 
the year 1880 was also done without expense to the associa- 
tion, an agreement having been entered into with a private 
party to furnigh 2,000 copies of the book, in consideration of 
the exclusive advertising privileges accompanying the work. 
Particularly in the matter of printing, but also in other 
ways, the secretary has endeavored to economize as much as 
possible, and though he has not, at the time of writing, the 
exact figures, it is nevertheless a fact that the secretary's de- 
partment has been conducted during the year 1831 at a con- 
siderably reduced cost. 

The office at 37 Park row was found to be too isolated for 

convenience, situated as it was in the third story of a build- 

ing without an elevator. A room suitable for the purpose, 

and on the first floor, was found at No. 75 Nassau street, the 

rental being the same, and it now constitutes the office of the 
ion.

| and professional riflemen proved to be a knotty one that was 
carried into the year 1881, from the preceding one. After 
much discussion, and not a few amendments, ‘Classification 
Rules’ (offered as a majority report of a sub-committee of 
three,) were finally, on April 5, duly adopted,” (heretofore 
jgiven in the JournaL). Concerning the hope that a team 
; might come from Great Britain and part:cipate in a friendly 
contest, he says: ‘This expressed hope produced no result, 
and the year has sed away without any international rifle 
shooting in which America was interested. At the time of 
writing this report, the subject of sending a team of our Na- 
tional Guardsmen over to Wimbledon in 1882, to shoot a 
match with military weapons, and with a team of British vol- 
unteers as the opponents, is being discussed with what ap- 
pears to be good chances for the satisfactory arrangement of 
details and consequent holding of the contest. 

* Despite certain gloomy prognostications in the early 
spring, the State military authorities have not only contin- 
ued the issue of marksmen’s decorations to members of the 
National Guard, thus encouraging rifle practice, but have also 
appropriated the sum of $3,000 to the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation as a reimbursement for expenses in furnishing mark- 
ers, etc., to troops on three days of each week, from June to 
November, and also in consideration of the rebuilding of the 
markers’ butt upon the west range at Creedmoor. While 
this sum is barely adequate to cover the expenses for which 
it is appropriated, it nevertheless is a substantial aid to this 
association in its operations, not only in a pecuniary sense, 
but also in the moral encouragement thus ofticially extended. 

The matches of the year, as compared with those of 1880, 
show a decided falling off both in the general attendance 
and number of entries, and also as to the prizes offered. In 
order to clearly show the details of same, the following tabu- 
lated statement has been carefully compiled :

Gentlemen ofthe National Rifle Association: I have much 
pleasure in announcing to you that the reports of the Secre- 
and Treasurer, which have been read to you this even- 
ing, show this Association to be in a prosperous condition. 
It is out of debt, and has a handsome surplus in the trea- 
sury, a condition which I am informed has seldom, if ever 
before, been known to exist at this period of the year. This 
condition is more gratifying from its being so different from 
what was apprehended would be the case a year ago. This 
result I feel is owing to the very economical and efficient 
manner in which the officers of the Association have man- 
ed its affairs, and to the personal exertions and sacrifices 
of the Directors. ; ! 
While the attendance at the annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion at Creedmoor has not been as large this year as has been 
the case in the past, it has still been very good, when the 
reasons which prevented many competitor from attending 
are considered. It was, however, a matter of regret that the 
Army teams were debarred from attending. _ : 
I regard the competition in skirmishing, which was intro- 
duced this year, as an important matter, tending to accustom 
our riflemen to that kind of firing, which will be required in 
actual service, and which, I hope, will be maintained in the

= should always be remembered that this Association is 
formed and.carried on for something more than mere pas- 
time. In acountry like this, where the Regular Army is 
necessarily small, the ability of the nation to defend itself 
from foreign attack or domestic violence depends largely 
upon the National Guards or militia of the States, and then 
upon volunteers from the people at farge. In the days of 
our ancestors, every man was more or less accustomed to, the 
use of firearms ; sometimes (as in the Revolution) even more 
so than tbe troops they encountered.

i the vast progress of the country has practically de- 
prived the general. population of the country of the opportu- 
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nity of obtaining such experience, except as it may be afford- 
ed through associations like this. I therefore do not hesi- | 
tate to say that, both as a soldier and a citizen, I regard the ; 
establishment and maintenance of Creedmoor as a matter of , 
national importance, which has already largely increased the 
defensive power of the country, and will tend to do so atill 
more in the future. 

In this connection I learn with pleasure that the prospects 
are so promising for an International match during the ap- 
proaching summer, between the National Guards of the 
yarious States and the Volunteers of Great Britain. 

Rifle shooting is pre-eminently a branch of military instruc- 
tion, which requires for its best development the stimulation 
of the pride and ambition to excel of individuals; organiza- 
tions, and localities. Even with regular troops we find that 
rifle competition and rewards for success are indispensable to 
secure excellence. 

The former International matches, although confined to 
long range shooting, had also a most beneficial effect upon 
the rifle practice of the militia, and I feel confident that the 

roposed match will be of great value ia exciting and main- 
taining in the National Guards of our various States an in- 
creased interest in rifle shooting, which will greatly add to 
their military efficiency. Such matches also do much to 
bring together the two nations and create a friendly feeling, 
which cannot but be valuable. 

After the applause which greeted this address had sub- 
sided, Gen. Hancock read a letter, dated in November last, 
resigning the presidency, to take effect on the 3ist of Decem- 
ber. He explained that he, in answer to the suggestion of 

Vice President Wingate, to whom the letter was addressed, 
changed the date for the acceptance of his resignation to 
that of the annual meeting. Gen. Hancock tien resigned 
the chair to Gen. Wingate, and on motion of Col. Scott, who 
expressed the regret of the Association at the necessity, the 
resignation was accepted. 

The election for directors to replace those whose terms 
were expiring resulted in the choice of Col. J. H. Cowper- 
thwait, Gen. Robert Olyphant, Col. H. G. Litchfield, U.8. A.; 
Major G. L. Morse, and Gen. Stephen Smith to act fur three 
years, and Col. James McLeer, with Major G. 8, Schemer- 
horn, Jr., to act for one year. After the meeting the Board 
of Directors organized by the selection of Gen. E. L. Moli- 
neux as president, Gen. G. W. Wingate as vice president, 
Col. Cowperthwait as treasurer, and Mr. Geo. J. Seabury as 
sectetary. Messrs, Schemerhern, Litchfield, and Olyphant 
were named as members of the Executive Committee. 

The choice of Gen. Molineux for President is a most excel- 
lent one, and while the retirement of Gen. Hancock is greatly 
to be :egretted, we do not doubt that with Gen. Molineux 
at iis head the Rifle Asssciation will continue to prosper. 


Goy. CoRNELL’s Messace.—Gov. Cornell in his annual 
message to the Legislature has the following reference to the 
National Guard : 

In furtherance of the policy suggested in my last annual 
message, the National Guard has been materially reduced in 
numbers, and a reorganization ordered on a basis which it is 
believed will render the force more efficient and useful for 
the service required ; while it will »lso effect a considerable 
reduction of unnecessary expenditures. Two of the divi- 
sion organizations have been dispensed with, and their com- 
mands consolidated with the remaining four general divisions. 
Three brigade organizations have also been abolished, thus 
leaving two brigades in each division. The force, as reorgan- 
ized, consists of four divisions, eight brigades, tifteen regi- 
ments, one organized battalion, forty-two separate companies 
of infantry, and seven separate batteries of artillery, com- 
prising in the aggregate, 12,495 officers and enlisted men ; 
and this is believed to be abundant for any emergency liable 
to arise, Should it, however, be regarded desirable in the 
future to increase the strength of the force, it can be done 
by enlarging the present commands, without duplicating 
organizations. The usefulness of the National Guard, under 
our military system, does not depend so much on the num- 
ber of men enrolled as on the efficiency and thorough 
discipline of the several commands. Much, too, depends on 
the character, intelligence, and patriotic devotion of the 
officers and men in the service. It is believel that by 
raising the standard of qualification among officers, and the 
physical ability of the men, and by placing the troops in 
camp service at reasonable intervals, the present force will 
be made far more effective for practical purposes than a 
much larger one would be without these essential consider- 
ations, It was aimed to secure this desirable object, avoiding 
the necessity of enlarged appropriations of public funds for 
mInilitary purposes, that the policy of reducing the force has 
been pursued ; and it is contidently predicted that the course 
taken will be vindicated by experience. The present mode 
of providing uniforms for the members of the National Guard 
is needlessly expensive and wholly unsatisfactory. It entails 
an undue expense on the men, and fails to provide such 
equipment as the needs of the service require. A service 
uniform provided by the State, that can be procured at a much 
smaller cost than the men are now able to obtain a less de- 
sirable article for would prove far more useful in every 
respect. The adoption of this plan will require an amend- 
ment of the present law, which is respectfully commended to 
your favorable attention. The appearance of the troops of 
several of the other States, on the occasion of the military 
demonstration at Yorktown, in honor of the centennial cele- 
bration of the surrender of the British forces under Corn- 
waliis, could not have failed to impress all interested 
observers with the advantages and desirability of a uniform 
dress for the militia,

The manual was gone 
through from beginning to end, including the loadings and 
firings, and at the conclusion a very marked improvement 
was apparent. It occupied about half of the drill time. 
After the rest which here took place the remainder of tho 
evening was devoted to marching drill, beginning with a 
march in column of fours, performed in a fair manner. 
During a march in column of fours in single rank, which 
tovk place Jater, the distances between some of the sets were 
too large, and the men did not seem to keep up their touch 
of elbow. Left front into line was next in order, and while 
no particular fault could be found with the movement, yet 
there was a want of snap as each set of fours came to a carry 
when arriving on the line. We have seen this better exe- 
cuted in some of the other companies of the 7th. In double 
time, the left front into line was not so well done, and it was 
therefore repeated several times, at the end of which there 
was certainly some improvement; yet no perfection in this 
respect was reached during the evening. Double timing in 
column of fours was well done; in line it was scraggy, 
wavering, straggling, and on the resumption of quick time 
some men showed want of firmness and confidence by at- 
tempting to come to the carry. This company does not 
work very well together in double time, and needs more 
practice in this respect. Some fair wheels were executed on 
the march, and some marching in company front was also 
well performed. The captain then put his company through 
a series of wheels from a halt, during which every man 
seemed to be doing his best, thus producing a very good per- 
formance by the whole. Before dismissing the company it 
went through several marches in single rank with remark- 
able steadiness and well preserved alignment. Capt. Kipp 
has a very fine command and admirable aptitude as an in- 
structor, and if his men keep together will soon succeed in 
correcting all the defects which now exist in his company. 

Some excellent drilling was witnessed in Company G. Be- 
fore commencing actual work the company was put through 
some preliminary exercises in opening and closing ranks and 
dressing by company on either the right or left set of fours. 
The way in which these exercises were performed showed 
immediately that the members of this company are thor- 
oughly drilled and work together up to the handle. It wasa 
pleasure to see them execute the carry from the right 
shoulder at the command “ dress.” The company worked 
like one man. The marchin column of fours which suc- 
ceeded these exercises was absolutely faultless in alignments, 
distances, changes of direction, and cadence. The only 
fault, if any, was that the left guide seemed to be marching 
too closely on the heels of the man in his front. During 
this movement, as well as during the dressing, the company 
came to the carry like one man whenever they were at a 
right shoulder. In executing that movement from a support 
they need more practice. In fact, this movement is a diffi- 
cult one, andis very rarely perfectly performed. Next in 
order was on right into line and on left into line, repeated 
several times. Here, from some cause or other, some of the 
fours did not acquit themselves so well, failing every time to 
execute the carry simultaneously. Right forward, fours 
rigut, which came next, was a perfect movement. In ob- 
liquing to the right and left in column of fours there was 
some unsteadiness every time when the movement began; 
after marching a little distance the alignment was generally 
corrected and kept up in good shape. The marching in line 
up and down the hall, which next followed, andthe wheeling 
about by fours when reaching either end of the hall, were 
excellent, as was also another march in column of fours 
which took place. From this the company was formed left 
front into line and another march in company frent at sup- 
port arms was performed with perfect alignment and unin- 
terrupted steadiness. After this the wanes y A made some 
excellent wheels, which the captain caused them to repeat 
numerous times, to the evident gratification of all the spec- 
tators. Wo have never seen wheeling better performed, and 
although the company went around in a circle several times 
in succession, not a break occurred. This company also per- 
forms the formation from double into single rank and the 
reverse in very fine manner. After the rest which was given 
the manual of arms was taken up, of which we did not ob- 
serve the details, being then watching the movements of 
Co. D. 
The drill of Company G, as a whole, was as good a per- 
formance as can be expected from any body of men.

MILITIA ORGANIZATION IN MASSACHUSETTS. 


Tue recent decision of the Supreme Court, which dis- 
charged about forty officers, has caused quite a change in 
the militia, and the prospects of re-election of those lately 
discharged are being considered. The present outlook 1s 
not very favorable for many of those who were discharged, 
and the probabilitics are that neither Gens. Moore nor Sut- 
ton will be re-elected; not that they have not done good ser- 
vice, but because they have no war record, neither of them 
baving seen any service during the Rebellion. In connection 
with the Adj'.-Geueral, Gen. Berry, who has just been reay- 
pointed, it 18 stated on very high authority that the old sol- 
dier element of veterans of the late Rebellion has expressed 
itself to Gov, Long in nota very friendly manner to the 
present Adjt.-General, and that the Governor iutimated to 
Gen. Berry the desirability of a change, although he assured 
him that he would not remove him. Col. Kingsbury, the 
very efticient Asst. Adjt.-General, is very popular with the 
Governor, was a fine soldier in a fightiug regiment, and ia 
case a change is made would be the man, as he is backed by 
the veterans, Col, Kingsbury accompanies Goy. Long on 
all his official visits, is quite a singer, and when occasion re- 
quires is always called ou by the Governor to sing the “ Star 
Spangled Banner.” 

Your correspondent is strongly of the impression that 
Col. Nat. Wales, commanding the Ist regt., will be elected 
Brig.-General of the Ist Brigade. He is a soldier of the 
best type, a veteran, with a grand war record, and a gen- 
tleman in private life, Soldierly in appearance, a fine disci- 
plinarian, he would, 1f elecied, till the position acceptably, 
and his brigade could weil feel proud of nim, Gen, Sutton, 
of the 2d Brigade, will hardly be chosen again; in fact, some 
of the field officers who voted for him five years ago are now 
opposed to him, 

Col. Peach will be re-elected to command the 8th regiment, 
and would be chosen to command the 2d Brigade, but his 
intimacy with the present Adjt.-General seriously affects his 
chances, as the tield officers of the 9th will oppose any one 
who is on friendly terms with Gen, Berry, for the reason 
that the latter eudorsed on ths report of the ‘* Commission 
on the Conduct of the Regiment” that ‘‘it should be dis- 
banded.” 

..jvr Merrill, of the artillery, seems to be the coming 
mao. He is very popular io his brigade; is the present Com- 
marder of National Grand Army, and is the proprietor of 
the Lawrence American, He is the present major of the 
Artillery Battalion, and may not be a candidate tor re-elec- 
tion, thongh his successor can be relied on to vote for him 
for Brigadier. The field officers of the 5th regiment are 
very friendly to him, and he can depend on the 9th. The 
Sth ofticers will vote every time for Col. Peach. Should Col. 
Wales and Major Merrill be elected Brigadier-Generals the 
Massuchusetts militia would be well commanded. 

In regard to the elections to fill the vacancies of colonels 
of the Sth, 8th, and 6th regiments, the present indications 
are that Col. Peich is the ouly one sure of re-election. The 
Colonel is very popular with his regiment, is an honest, con- 
acieutious worker, and is at present city treasurer of the city 


of Lyon His wer service is 100 days, three and nine months 
in the 8th M. V. M. / 
Uviouct Leuil, of the 5th regiment, is a veteran of the 


war, and was a good officer in the 40th Mass. Vols. He has 
some misgivings, and on one or two occasions forgot him- 
self.

Piuder bas push and ambition, would make a good comman- 
der, and is a disciplinarian. He has military tastes, and 
would give his tome for the advancement of his com- 


mand. Should the regiment decide to take up an 
ontade man. Major E. J. Noyes, a veteran 
and good soldier, would be a man. Major 


Noyes 1s weil up in miliary matters, and is the present 
City M«rshs! of Lowell. He has a fine military appearance 
and possesses that pluck and energy necessary to be a suc- 
ceasful officer.

General Sutton’s action in go- 
ing to New York and meeting the commission previous to 
their making their report, was also unfavorably commented 
upon. The 9th is of Irish extraction, and if the voice of the 
people they represent was heard, the regiment would vote at 
once to disband, as the Irish people believe that no other 
regiment would have been so censured on an ex parte state- 
ment. By the orders of Governor Long the companies are 
confined to quarters six months, and this disgrace is keenly 
felt by the regiment and its friends, At the last meating of 
the regiment, although some of tie oflicers were for war, 
a majority decided to take the sentence and abide their time. 





It was decided to have frequent drills, and have the regi- 
ment in better condition for the spring inspection than ever 
before, and if hard and constant work on the part of ofticers 
and men will do it, the public can rest assured of seeing a 
fine drilled regiment on the day of its first parade after being 
confined to quarters. Except to those who are intimate with 
the officers and men, no one can realize how much they feel 
the disgrace aud odium that has been placed on them, espe- 
cially after they tried so hard. The recruits for the 9th ia 
future will be put to a severe test. Paymaster Lyons, a most 
valuable officer, is among those discharged by the decision of 
the Supreme Court. Col. Strachan, commanding the 9tb, re- 
ceives bis share of the blame for allowing his regiment to go 
loose while in Richmond. 





Connecticut.—In his annual message Gov. Bigelow says 
“The active militia of the State consists of four regiments 
and ore battalion of iofantry and one battery of artillery. 
These form a brigade, under command of a brigadier-gen- 
eral. There are thirty-seven infantry companies, divided 
int» one regiment of ten companies, three of eight compa- 
nies, and one battalion of three companies. By the muster 
of November, 1881, we have 2,334 men in service, of whom 
162 are commirsioned officers aud 2,172 enlisted men. This 
is a decrease from last year of 580. Seven companies of in- 
fantry have been disbanded, fonr in accordance with the act 
of 1881, and three because they failed to reach a proper 
standard of efficiency. Active service during the year has 
embraced the customary parades, and an encampment at 
Niantic for six days of the 2d, 3d, and 4b regiments, and 
the artillery. The lst regiment was chosen to represent the 
State at the Yorktown Centennial Celebration, in accordance 
with the special act of the last General Assembly. The 2d 
company of Governor’s Foot Guards were detailed for escort 
duty, under the provisions of the same act. These organizx- 
tious took part in the ceremonies at Yorktown on the 20th of 
October. 

* As directed by the last Assembly, I was present with my 
staff. The militia of Convecticut, though they had to cou- 
tend with the disadvantages and annoyances of delays, pre- 
sented a most creditable appearance. They did not suifer 
from comparison with any body of troops in the great line of 
the general review. In soldierly appearance, perfection of 
equipment, and precision of movement they were not sur- 
parsed. The same qualities, with a very high degree of dis- 
cipline, were exhibited during the entire trip. Their visit to 
Charleston, by invitation of the city and State authorities, 
was, in many respects, a memorable event. It was memora- 
ble as being, as nearly as such a thing is possible, the visit of 
one State to another ; it was memorable from the represent- 
ative claracter, in the respective sectiuns, of the States that 
took part in it, and it was especially memorable to Connecti- 
cut from the liberal, whole souled, and sincere welcome with 
which her representatives were received. Nothing was left 
undone to make the occasion pleasant in every particular. I 
believe that the visit gave a large body of Connecticut citi- 
zens new and truer ideas of the South, in feelings and 
motives. We hope that those Southern citizens whom we 
met, and to whom we are indebted for such a fraternal wel- 
come, gained from the visit truer conceptions of the (emper 
of our people toward them. It has certainly given an added 
cordiality and heartiness to the good feeling between Con- 
necticut and South Carolina. 

“I cannot refrain from giving a word of well-merited 
praise to the behavior of the troops »n their tedious sea voy- 
age, under the strange discomforts of an ill-provided troop- 
ship, and the excellent interior discipline and admirable self- 
coutrol exhibited amid the festivities of the two days and 
nights entertainment at Charleston. It is no small praise to 
say that ina body of five hundred soldiers, enjoying the 
most upen- handed and unlimited entertainment at the nands 
of tbe local militia, nothing occurred to occasion even the 
reprimand of a superior officer.”

Inuinors.—We take the following from the St. Louis

National Guard is at preseut in a demoralized conditiun; 
that it is inefficient, and that the expenditure of $100,000 
biennially for its support is that much money thrown away. 
Encampments are held annually for public instruction—so 
alleged—at public expense, but they prove to be nothing 
more than mere picnics, wheie a lot of white gloves and 
white neckties are exhibited and afterward soiled by the use 
of corkscrews. ‘The people of Illiuois are heartily sick and 
tired of this ‘‘fuss and feather” military business ia a time 
of profound peace. ‘They remember what kind of an Lili- 
nois Nationat Guard was presented in 1861-2-3-4 and 5. 
When the Guard threw itse!f into the trench at Shiloh, 
Vicksburg, Stone River, and penetrated the clouds that over- 
hung Lookout Mountaina, the civilized world was constrain- 
ed to say, ‘‘ No empire or state ever had a better and grander 
guard.” It is the voice of absolute need that calls strong 
guards into existence. 


Oxnto.—There has been a little life in the military of north- 
eastern Ohio duriug the fall. The first event of intere-t was 
@ competitive drill in the manual for the Individual Badge 
of Co. B, 8th O. N. G. of Akron. Sergts. Dice and Forbes 
were the only competitors, but the drilling was so good and 
the competitioa so sharp that it deserves a moution. Sergt. 
Dice was the winner. ‘The affair was well managed, and 


' entertainment on Thanksgiving. The inspection was fairly 
performed, The main feature was an exhibition drill. The 
first part was a company drill, 36 files, Capt. J. N. Clark 
commanding.

Hoaa's Speep Inpicator.—Easign Wm. 8S. Hogg, U. 8. N., 
received a most satisfactory report upon his Speed Indicator 
from the board appointed to test the speed of the Alarm last 
summer. After describing the invention, which has already 
been described in the JounNna., the board say : 

It 18 a well-known experimental fact that the lateral press- 
ure against an immovable wall of a fluid moving in coutact 
with it, becomes less and less as the velocity of tne fluid be- 
comes greater and greater, up to a poiut corresponding 
nearly with the zero of pressure ; and these relations are not 
chaoged by making the wall (in this case the tube) move- 
able while the fluid (the water in which the vessel floats) is 
atrest. Your ‘*Speed Indicator” is a sound and ingenious 
application of this principle for the purpose of indicating 
the velocity of any vessel to which it may be applied. When 
it is in use the lateral pressure of the water against the inner 
sides or wall of the tube through which the water passes be-

Sraristios have been collected in Berlin to show the 
sanitary condition of the armies of Germanv and 
France, and the result is largely in favor of the Father- 
land. It is pointed out, for instance, that of 1,000 men 
under colors, France has a daily average of 25 invalids 
and Germany one of 11. Adding together the sick 
days iu barracks and the day3 of treatment in hospitals 
and infirmaries, each French soldier must be considered 
as absent from service 17 days every year. while each 
German soldier would be absent for 13. The rate of 
mortality in the French army is nearly double what it 
is iu the German. In the latter it barely reaches 5 per 
1,000, while in the former it exceeds 9. Whether or no 
these statistics include the French soldiers in North 
Africa is not stated, but they probably do not, since 
facts from that country would hardly be accessible, 
official facts in particular. This, then, would make an 
important addition to the unfavorable showing for 
France -a very important addition. 


Tue English Nautical Magazine objects to turrets as 
tending to destroy the steadiness of the men under cir- 
cumstances which would not affect them in the open.

Tue Engineer Department at Portsmouth has made a 
very successful application of pneumatic power t ships 
of war while in the Reserve. Hitherto, when it has 
been required to turn the turrets of the Dreadnought and 
work the hydraulic gun gear for purposes of training it 
has been necessary to get up steam in the auxiliary 
boiler, whereby the steam pipes and machinery of the 
ship were subjected to constant wear and tear. Asa 
substitute for a motor which threatened to seriously im- 
pair the efficiency of the machinery before the turret 
ship had been commissioned, an experiment was tried, 
with the object of utilizing the compressed air which 
is used for working capstans and caissons, and which is 
conducted throughout the new basins at a permanent 
pressure of 60 lbs. to the square inch. A pipe was con- 
sequently connected with the mains, which are fed by 
means of four accumulators, and the compressed air 
was conveyed through the hawse-holes to the engines. 
The results were found to be so satisfactory that the 
new power is to be applied to other ships in the Re- 
serve.—London Times.
